The river rose during the twenty-four 
hours ending at 2:30 this a. m. 2 feet 8 
inches, and at that hour was rising less 
that half an inch an hour. The water at 
the head of the canal was 30 feet 5*4 inches, 
which is five feet less than the flood 
of ’83. At Pittsburgh the river fell three 
feet since the last report; at Cincinnati it 
rose 13)4 inches, and late this morning 
wai still rising slowly. The water 
began going over the “Cut-off” em¬ 
bankment at 3:45, and at 8:10 nearly 
150 feet of the embankment gave way, 
flooding the entire bottom. At 1:30 this 
morning the Weather Bureau ordered down 
tho cold-wave flag. The total rainfall since 
Sunday at 1:30 a. m., when it began, until 
this morning ho* been 5.63 inches. 

Indications. —For Tennessee and the 
Ohio VitUeu t light focal rains, partly 
cloudy weather, winds generally from 
northeast to southeast, rising followed by 
falling barometer, nearly stationary fol¬ 
lowed by slotvly rising Uinjterafur*. 

THE CLIMAX. ^ 

▲ TRir ALONG THE RIVER FRONT—THE FINAL 

STRUGGLE BETWEEN THE EMBANKMENT 

AND THE RIVER. 

A drearier day than yesterday it would 
have been hard to find. All night long the rain 
had fallen with a ceaseless persistency, and 
when morning dawned the river and the air 
seemed to melt into each other andagloomy 
sight it was; muddy water* domed by leaden 
skies, out of which poured the never-ending 
rains. The desolation along the river-front 
resembled that made by a great tire. There 
were long stretches of yellow, tossing, un¬ 
easy waves covered with the wreck aud min 
of many a mile, beating against ever- 
widening shores, lined with every kind of 
debris. The thousands who stood shivering 
and wet along the bank* could get but a 
faint idea of the disastrous nature of the 
flood, and the changes that have been 
wrought by its fierce attack*. To see the 
flood at its best aud at its worst, one has to 
get into the stream and row up along the 
river-front. 

Yesterday morning a Courier-Journal 
reporter, in company with Mr.j. Hughes, 
John Whallcn and John Tally, made a tour 
of investigation from tho cuual up to tho 
Point. With all it* dreary misery there was 
a touch of the picturesque in the scene. 
From the foot of Third street down te Sixth 
the people were in the second stories of their 
houses. The waters silently lapped in 
through the wide-open doors and sported 
through the deserted room*. Odd-looking 
faces peered out from tho upper windows, 
women wrapped in all sort* of fantastic 
head-dresses, and dirty, white-faced little 
children were everywhere. The number of 
these children is simply marvelous, and they 
are numerous in a direct proportion to the 
poverty of their parents. Th*»y are a quick¬ 
witted set, aud as the boat paddisd around 
among the houses many a keen bit of humor 
and sharp repartee was exchanged between 
the rescuer* and those they had come to save. 
Ninety-uiue out of every hundred are Irish, 
and in the midst of this overwhelming disas¬ 
ter they retain their national sense of the 
ludicrous. Funny picture* *om.» of thorn 
made. One enormously fat woman 
bad at least a dozen children 
clinging about her skirts, and her 
face, os she leaned out of the second-story 
window asking the condition of the river, 
wore a look of anxiety, curiosity and beefy 
content that was amusing, ln spite of the 
fast-ruing water-, in spite of the evidences 
of their destructive force that were on ©very 
side, the?e people cling to their homes with a 
tenacity that is touching, “tihure, it’s all 
we have, and wu’d ye be affcher askin’ us to 
lave it!” a-dted one old wotnau piteously. 

• While the water L splashing a flout their foot 
and creeping up with inexorable certainty 
they still refuse to leave. Tho worst of the 
sutfering is unquestionably within a radius 
of half a mile of the Life-saving Station. 
Going up the nver there are few bouse* in 
danger until Preston street is passed. Then 
there are innumerable queer little boat* 
tilled with lishrrmen and their f am dice. 
These people spend their whole time on the 
river, and a flood to them is only an inci¬ 
dent. They know they will be taken care 
of if tho woret comes to the worst. A 
good-natured, careless, good-hearted, 
improvident set of people, ignorant and 
illiterate, with not a care for tho future, and 
not much for the present. As the boat was 
pulled in among these people, they said there 
was nothing they nee led just yet, and so tho 
boat went on up to the objective point, 
against which the energies of the flood have 
been directed for day*—the Cut-off. A long 
line of earth and stone forty feet high, and 
as many broad, run* out and connect* 
with Fulton street. East of it wo* mile 
on mil* of water. West of it were 
hundreds of houses, the houses of the poor 
dwellers on tb<* Point. They were surround¬ 
ed on two sides by tho water, on the east by 
the “Cut-off,” on the north by the high em¬ 
bankment that marks Fulton street. This 


ha* been the valley of unre*t for i^^^BFor 
these people all the warnings 
forth. It was over their home* that the 
waters swept when they sh<N>k off the barri¬ 
cades of the * ‘Cut-off” on that dark February 
night of last year. On two sides of them 
forty feet of yellow waters were ranged, 
ready to pounce down upon them. 'Hie ex¬ 
perience of last year wn» not lo e t. For the 
past two days every road leading from the 
Point ba<* been covered with wagons which 
were laden with furniture and household 
trappings. These people fled from the flood 
like refugees from before an advancing 
army. "When the boat reached the long em¬ 
bankment known as the “Cut-off” the 
waters wore »till within a foot of the top. 
Hundre Is of curious people were grouped 
upon it wondering if the vast 
mass of earth would stand Arm or giveaway. 
Capt. Devau with two boats and his gallant 
crew of life-savers were there anxiously 
waiting and watching. Men were sent 
down to the low lauds to warn those who 
who bad not left to prepare for the worst. 
Slowly the river rose; it seemed almost im¬ 
perceptible. When it was on a level with 
the tpp of the embankment. Capt. Devan 
ordered’ his 'boat* to bo dragged down 
into the plain below, where lay 
a dark pool of water, accumulated 

from the rain* of the past week. There was 
nothing to be done then but to watch and 
wait. About -1 o’clock the waters began to 
slip across, not boldly and ostentatiously, 
but softly and steadily. Soon there was a 
little stream trickling down the embankment. 
It widened slowly, and it was some time be¬ 
fore it became strong aud loud enough and 
bold enough to proclaim that it had won its 
wav across. It was apparent to 

everyone that it would be but a 

short time before the vast masses 

of water that wore bank© 1 up and chafln g 
at the bounds that were *et upon them, 
would ru*h down and tear a*.vay all obsta¬ 
cles. Hour after hour poised, and a dozen 
little tiny streams bad widened out into as 
many roaring torrents, but still the em¬ 
bankment held out. Until the water at the 
foot of the “Cut-off” would be on & level 
with the river above and around 
it, the Live-savers had no means 

of getting away, so they were 

forced to wait. A roaring fire was built, 
and a good-hearted citizen, Mr. Gotlieb Let- 
terlo, brought hot coffee and sandwiches to 
the weary watcher*. Darkness crept ou, and 
it seemed that the embankment would hold 
out, till tho streams w hich were now flowing 
over in a score of places made the water on 
both sides equal. At 8:10 o'clock, while all 
were standing about the camp-fire, there 
came a rumbling sound like distant thunder 
far up the embankment. There was that 
pecular kind of half-light that distorts and 
exaggerates objects, half hiding, half 
revealing, and it was a few moment* before 
the full inqiort of the sounds was under¬ 
stood. ”To tho beats, ” yelled Capt. Devan, 
“the break has comet” The men bent 
willingly to their oars, and were soon well 
out in the stream and able to get a good view 
of what wo* going on. A luagniflcept scene 
it was. Through the great black embank¬ 
ment that looked fully a hundred feet high 
in the darkness leaped a moss of water 2»X) 
feet long and 40 feet high, with a sound like 
the bellowing of a hundred thousand 
mad bulls. Great wave* 20 feet high 
chru>od each other through this mighty 
chasm. The velocity of these rushing waves 
wu.% inconceivable. Everything was swept 
away before them. Back of this wo* a 
lowering *ky, aud out of iu gloomy clouds 
this awful cataract seemed to pour. Tho 
darkness, the silence of everything except 
the rushing waters, made the scene ten-fold 
more tumble. Looking at it from below, 
and seeing the r»ver rushing |>ast and filling 
up the abyss, it was a sight that wa* singu¬ 
larly b autiful—almost terrible. 

|Trves were >wept down through this ever- 
widening gulf a* though the} were twigs. 
In less than ten minute* there was thirty 
feet of water, a mile wide and two wiies 
long, nulling ovor the l'oint. No one who 
did not see the water as it rushea down— 
who did not bear its roaring, who did not see 
it rising i«.k> ut him so rapidly 
that a svriit hors© would have had diffi¬ 
culty iu escaping, who did not see tho 
marvelous velocity of the current, can con¬ 
ceive of its t«eauty and it$ power. It wa* 
with great difficulty that the life boats kept 
out of the current, and kept from being 
swept away. When the first rush was over 
and the waters above the fill and below were 
nearly equal the boat* went from house to 
house in the drowned district, but there was 
not- a creature that uceded assistance. For 
hours the life boats rowed around among the 
house*. *omeof which wore overturned, but 
everything of value had been removed, and 
there was no one to save. A* before, the 
river, like a thief In the night, had sought 
to lake them unaware*, but this time they 
were prepared. Dirge piles of lumber were 
swept away, thousauds of dollars’ worth, 
probably, and tin* was the greatest damage 
done. In an hour there was an unbroken 
body of water a mile wide aud two miles 
long, covering hundreds of home*, and there 
was not a life lost. 


THE H POUiT 

THE WATER POURS OVER TUF. EMBANKMENT 
AT 3: 45—THE EFFECTS OF THE FLOOD. 

The vacation of the “Point” on Wednes¬ 
day detracted but little attention from that 
region yesterday, and early in tho morning 
the head of Story avenue was crowded with 
spectator* watching tho rising tide on the 
Cut-off dyk«| The water crept up gradually, 
and ever and auoii the hour at which it would 
run over wa* announced, aud Lbe watchers 
stood in momentary expectation of seeing the 
flood pour over. As the final moment ap¬ 
proached, the Painters, who had determined 
to remain, became more anxious of the re¬ 
sult, and some of them weakened and ex¬ 
pressed a desire to retire. Coouoj* Long went 
to their assistance, and moved several fami¬ 
lies frqra the vicinity of Preston street who 
had lost faith iu the strength of their bouse* 
after which the bulk of the general interest 
centered ou localities higher op. 

A close watch was kepPon Fulton street, 
above Adonis^ where it* lowest grade is lo¬ 
cated, and at 10:25 o’clock the water began 
to run over and seek a level in the You 
Buren-street bottoms. Gradually the over¬ 
flow became stronger and stronger, and the 
water spread over the low grade back of 
Fulton street with apparent composure, and 
by 2 o’clock r. m. the stream had widened 
greatly and was about ten inches thick. As 
the low place* filled up, interest was directed 
to tho Cut-off, lest it might give away and 
catch all who’waited below. The bend of 
Story avenue wa* packed with spectators, 
and uway out on the dike crowd* of meu 
gathered to watch the approaching water. 
After reaching the top slant it crawled up 
among the broken rock*, and at times seemed 
to tarry in the ascent, a* if undecided 
whether to gratify public curiosity or not. 

As 2 o’clock approached, the crowd w hich 
had waited for that hour began to lose con¬ 
fidence in the punctuality of the previous 
predictions; but as the space wa* vacated by 
these, others took their places, and each mo¬ 
ment added to the intensity of the anx¬ 
iety. Capt. John Tullv, with his crew* of 
volunteer life-savers, under command of 
Commodore John Whalleti[and Admiral Ed. 
Hughes, rowed in at that morueul from a 
cruise along the river front. They reported 
a slack in the ru* above, aud for awhile 
there were strong hopes that the worst would 
not come, but tho water* continued to rise 
*‘olle sameo.” Iuquirio* were frequent and 
urgent os to the probablo number of fam¬ 
ilies remaining iu tho dangerous district, 
which brought out a remark that John 


Gleason, an old city contractor, was 
still in hi* house on the river road, above 
the Cut-off. 

A Ufe-boat wns quickly dispatched to his 
castle to acquaint him of the necessity of an 
evacuation, and whou the old man heard the 
argument* of the life-saver* he consented to 
retire, though he still thought there was no 
real danger, lie remained in bta house a 
year ago until it seemed suicidal to stay 
longer, and he was in about tho same mood 
yesterday. He has a fine farm in the river 
bottom and is also possessed of several bouses 
and lots in the city, which he has accumu¬ 
lated in the last twenty years, ft is said, 
however, that domestic troubles havo arisen 
between him and hi* wife during th* la*t 
year or two concerning money matters, 
which have given him great annoyance. 

As a pacificatory measure be gave his wife 
the rental control of fourteen houses, but the 
recent discovery of the fact that she had 
failed to pay the taxes on them as be had 
stipulated oppressed him very much. He 
knew she had collected the rents during the 
past year, and he w as curious to know 
what she had done with tho money, but she 
was reticent on the subject, which increased 
his displeasure. Recently the estrangement 
has increased, but when tho tide came up 
both resolved to remain in the bouse, which 
is built of brick, and is said to be very »ub- 
stantial. He w as exceedingly anxious to 
learn something about his wife's cash ac¬ 
count, and hoped that she would ruu from 
the flood and give him a chance to look over 
her treasure. Wednesday night she locked 
herself in an up stairs room, aud soeined os 
determined to stay a* he, which did not 
agree with hi* plans, and be concluded to 
make the investigation in her presence. 

As he tned to open the door by force she 
screamed, which attracted the attention of 
the life-saver*, and tboy went to uer rescue. 
8be left her home, carrying on her arm a 
basket, in which she kept her worldly wealth, 
leavtug Mr. Glcit»ou the house to himself. 
His refusal to vacate caused the life saver* 
to call on him yesterday aud urge uiion him 
the nonsense of a stay, and, while the atten¬ 
tion of the crowd was earnestly directed to 
the ebbing tide, the life boat lauded with him 
and his faithful dog Carlos. His appearauce 
relieved many ot the spectators, but he 
seemed to be composed and satisfied that his 
house would *taud. Carlos, however, was 
glad to get on shore. 

Attention was again centered on the 
crawling water for a while, till a flat headed 
in for shore, containing the property of the 
Weiser family, from their farm near tho 
water-works. A largo lot of corn and fam¬ 
ily supplier was piled in the center of the 
boat, and by it sal Mrs. Weiser. Her^ two 
grown son* weie at the oars, aud Mr. Weiser 
was at the steerage guiding the craft. It 
wa* their la*t load, and completed tho re¬ 
movals from that region. 

From that time on tl»e crowd of spectators 
increased, and the general interest became 
more intense. 

Several members of the City Engineer’s 
corps, who were acquainted with the con¬ 
struction and strength of the dike, were 
found, and questions poured in on them from* 
all side*. They pointed out the lowest place 
in the dike, w hich w a* about 700 feet from 
the Story-avenue end, and near the stone 
gate house, and at this poiut tho crowd be¬ 
came very dense. That was the poiut at 
which the water ran over first last yuar. and 
here it was expected to run over first again. 
Inch by inch it came, at first percolating 
through the rocks that form the crown of the 
roadway, and then spreading over into the 
wagon tracks it formed a rivulet that trick¬ 
led across the dike nnd ran over the embank¬ 
ment below. As it reached toe center of tho 
roadw-ay, time was called, and a score of 
voice* responded, “14 minutes to 4 o'clock.” 
and a shout went up that wa* waited into 
Story avenue by the dense mas!* «»f specta¬ 
tors. A* tho new** spread tho crowd at the 
Point becamo thicker, and as the water 
coursed it* way among moving feet, peremp¬ 
tory command* were given to keep out of 
the way and “let it it ruu.” Gradually the 
stream increased lu *ize, anti in u few min¬ 
utes it mounted the crest of tho dike at two 
places further out, and the crowd premised 
forward to watch its course. The heavy 
rains had wa*died deep gulches in the w est or 
lower side of the embankments and tho 
streamlets flowed noiselessly to them for an 
outlet. 

Large creeks In the embankment on that 
side showed that a grand slide was immi¬ 
nent, and constant warning* Were given to 
tho 
Ed 


over the throng, said: “Do you people know* 
how much danger you are in standing on 
this embankment! Don't you know it is 
liable to give way at any moment and laud 
3 'ou all in the bottom of lieargros* creek.' ’ 

“Why don’t you get out of the w’ay, 
Major!” came l*nck in reply. 

“Because l want to see it well done, and 1 
can swiui like a fish, anyhow.” 

The police then warned the crowd back, 
and as it retired there was a marked check 
in tho lb>w of tho water. 

1 * 9 The weight of the throng bad been so groat 
that when it wa* removed the Upward ox- 
(lansion of the ground stopped the tide for the 
*.pace of a minute, but the flow returned and 
gradually it increased. At dusk the crowd 
btiii ling*re i. it ns there wa* no indication 
of a break, itcited away. Beiuw the em¬ 
bankment, on the Story avenue slope, an 
immense crowd had gathered to j*© the over¬ 
flow, but darkness came before their curiosi¬ 
ty was gratified, and they moved off also. 
Yhe stream was then al»out three inches deep 
on top of the Cut-off dike. 

A* tho Point filled up last night nnd the 
water came up on the south side of the old 
creek bed. people living along that region be¬ 
came anxious lent tue water would reach to 
Franklin street and sweep them away. Ac 
all the cross streets large crowds witnessed 
the creeping tide till midnight. Iwib’s pork- 
house. ut Ohio street, had been emptied in 
the lower floor, but tho third fi jor in the 
rear, wntrh was on a level w itb tho first floor 
in the front, contained u large amount of 
meat. If the rise coutinuei' it will be en¬ 
dangered, without counting tho risk of under¬ 
mining. 

The Kentucky Distilling Company, on the 
south side of Mory tvouuu. i* deluged on the 
liack floor, from the back-waler in Bear- 
grnss creek, but by the removal of 1)50 bar¬ 
rels of w hisky the* esinbilshineut in out of 
danger. Tno stock-pen* were raised hut 
summer several fort above the w'ater-mark 
of last year, which make* them absolutely 
safe, and the advices from the Upper Ohio 
valltoV led Mr. Barkhouso to regard the sdtu- 
atiau with perfect composure ua to flood re¬ 
sults. The slaughter-houses along the roorgiu 
of the south side of the danger district filled 
rapidly as tho flood came up in the Point 
bottom, and nre untenable, but the timely 
warning enabled the proprietor* to place 
them in a sate condition. 

THE CITY FROST. 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS BETWEEN PEES- 
Tp.N AND FOURTEENTH STREETS. 

The condition of affairs on the river front 
from Preston to Fourteenth street showed 
but very little change from that of the day 
before. The wutor bad wrested a few more 
feet from the streets; it had climbed from 
basement* to first floor*, and from first to 
second stories; it had pushed open the doors, 
and the wave* lapped over each other in 
their raitles* eagerness to peep in at tho 
windows of deserted bouses, but that wa* 
all. Only a few more flooded house*, only 
a further creeping ui> of the remorseless 
current, and only a further retreat 
for the luckless citizens whoso homes chanced 
to be in the way. That was all; but it was 
enough, and more than enough. 

From Preston to First street the few bouses 
and other buildiugs between the railroad and 
the river were several feet under water, but 
tho occupants Und moved out the day before. 
The river wa* almost on a level with the 
road-bed, and near Floyd street the back¬ 
water bad flowed over into the hollowr nnd 
ditches, flooding several sheds and other 
buildings. The ferry r dock wo* directly in 
front of the freight depot aud only a few 
feet distant. 

A narrow strip of levee reached from First 


to Third street, being only a few feet wide 
at the latter place. Tho water had Lacked 
up a fow r yard* into Third street, p lrnllel 
with the line of the Short-route. The lower 
ground back had been long overflowed, ar.d 
Carter’s alley was a foot or t wo under wa¬ 
ter at the point where it touched Fourth 
street. The latter thoroughfare bad been so 
curtailed that the river wa* but * short Ins¬ 
tance from Main street. Carter’* alley 
marked the dividing line. 

Tho Limiti’** of Thbmos Rourke and Thos. 
Tierney became frightened m the morn¬ 
ing and calk'd for help to aid them iu mov¬ 
ing. The life savers came nut. and 
carried them ami their effect* to other quar¬ 
ters. The two families consisted of eight 
arsons, and all lived in one bou?e back of 
•Vater street, between Sixth ami S-venth. 
Nobody else moved, as all had secured place* 
the day before, which tiiey hopod would be 
secure from the flood. 

The manufactories are the ones to suffer 
most.. Bridgeford’s store fuundery, which 
extends from Sixth to Seventh streets, is 
flooded with water in the basement and on 
the tlr*t floor. No serious damage has been 
done yet, as a large force of men were em¬ 
ployed the night before in moving cvervtoing 
possible to the upper floors. The Kentucky 
Lead and Oil-works were alio In water. 
DuPont & Co.’* paper mill had water in the 
basement and on the first floor, but most of 
the stock hud beeu removed to n place of 
safety the night before. The pipe factory of 
Deum* Long was flooded in the yards and 
in the pit* late in the night. Breruaker, 
M«x>re A Co. had kept a force of mt*n hard 
at work all the night before, and tht*ir stack 
was out of danger from the water. 

Thomas Meikic & Co.’s plow factory, on 
Tenth street, had the water up to the top of 
it* cilice door in the afternoon. As else¬ 
where, preps a ions had been made, but tho 
lo** will of necessity bo considerable. The 


tucky Tobacco Association warehouse wo* 
inundated, but all the tobacco had been 
moved in tune. 

The greatest trouble to the manufactories 
is their loss of tune. Must of them have 
contracts ou baud which it is now impossi¬ 
ble for them to till. 

Brlow Eleventh street there are only a 
few stables aud out budding* to be touched 
by the flood. 

About 12:30 o'clock last night, as the life- 
saver* were passing Third street, they were 
attracted by groan* coming from a house oc¬ 
cupied bv Mrs. Nolan. They entered the 
lower floor, which wo* nearly filled with 
water, and found Mrs. Noiau lyiug on her 
bod apparently suffering greatly. The water 
was nearly up to the edge of the l*ed, and 
she wa* so weak that she could scarcely, 
stand. She wtw removed to Mio second 
story of the buildings where she was made 
a* comfortable a> pomible. 

PORTLASD. 

AN INCREASE OF DAMAGE AND DISTRESS. 
The situation at Portland aud Shipping- 
port remained materially unchanged yester¬ 
day, only the water was much higher than 
on the day previous, and a number of peo¬ 
ple were still moving out. Standing 
on the road, just at the eud 

of the Twenty-eighth-street bridge 
across tho canal, a fine view 

of Shippingport could bo obtained. This is 
the only dry place on the island,aud hundreds 
of people were crowding on it all day. 

Tho w ater has now reached a pomt almost 
even with the roof* of tho cottages, and is 
up to the second story in the larger house*. 
Although nearly ail the people have mud a 
their escape, there is still considerable 
furniture iu some of the house*, and 
is so deep in the water that it can only be re¬ 
moved with great difficulty. Only fivo fami¬ 
lies still remain ir. Sliippingport, apd three 
of them are living up stair* over the Big 
Huu saloon. They are completely sur¬ 
rounded, and although they have been 
warned to move several times, they have an¬ 
nounced their intention of sticking to tueir 
houses as long as there is a piece left. 

Ou \Vodue»day a number of families found 
shelter in the old Goveruumut blacksmith 
shop, which is situated near Capt. Adams’ 
house, on the highest point iu Sluppmgport. 
It was not thought that the water would 
reach there, at least for a day or two. They 
were, however, very much mistaken. About 
3 o’clock yesterday morning the water 
was up iu the rear portion of tho 
shop to a depth of two feet, and 
by daylight tho entire floor was covered. 
The people who had found shelter there were 
compelled to tramp across the bridge to 
Foitiand, and proceeded to the market- 
hou&e, where they remained until better 
quarters could be provided. Several wagons 
were at ouce procured and the furniture 
was hauled to the market-house aud stored 
nv. ay. 

Duo of tho worst cases of suffering ln 
Shippingport is that of Mrs. Edward Schott, 
wife of tUe barber. For some month* past 
she ho* been confined to her bed with con 
.sumption, and for tho past few days she ha* 
been at the point of death. Uer inernis 
were afraid to move her. thinking that the 
shock would reault fatally, and sbo was 
left iu tho house under the vain 
hope that -the water would not 
reach it. Yesterday, however, the 
wares entered the door, and by noon the 
room iu which she lay was half lifted with 
water, which nearly covered her bed. See¬ 
ing that it would t*» useless to let her remain 
longer, a cot wa* arranged iu ono of the 
boats and she was rowed to the shore aud 
quart- red in an old frame bouse at the corner 
of i tairty-fourth street and Rudd avenue. 

Another very di-trev-ing case exists at 
Eighteenth and tbo canal in the person of 
Mr*. Birch, wife of Thu old bridge tender. 
Some day* ago she fell down a flight of stair* 
at her home and fractured her right hip. 
Her condition ever since has been very criti¬ 
cal, ns die is considerably advanced iu years. 
A number ol her friend* thought that she 
would tlie if they attempted to re¬ 
move her, and -he ha* been left there 
ever since. The house iu which *he 
lived wo* a small frame cottago, and tho 
water wustnng against it with considerable 
force half overturned it and loosened it* 
louudation. The bed was raised a few feet 
above the water, and in tin* position she lay 
all Wednesday night and until yesterday 
afternoon, w hen a stretcher w,u made, and 
stie was removed to a higher point. 

In Portland the suffering has b*en consid¬ 
erably increased, and a number of the poor 
people there are without food. Their more 
lortuuate neighbors, however, have dis- 

C laved great generosity and nearly every 
ouse is thrown open to the distressed. 
Fflang’s grocery, on Thirty-third street and 
Kudd avenue,’ was crowded all day with 
« omen and children, who were fed and made 
as comfortable a* possible. The market^ 
house, ou Portland avenue, near Twenty- 
seventh street, ha* also been thrown open, 
but onlv ten families have moved into it, as 
it is too” for away. Considerable indignation 
bn* b**u explor'd because the Public School 
buildihg, w hich is in easy distance, has not 
b-ien opened to tho homeless, as it is about 
th» k only available place. 

Below Thirty-third street the dam- 
agt. was very great yesterday, 
liiid it is t*»tiraaUd that thoio 
feet more will carry the water over Rudd 
avenue. Quito a number of families are 
penued up in the third story of the old 6t. 
Charles Hotel, on Thirty-fourth street, and 
the building i* flU®d with furniture. Tho 
renr portion of ail the houses on the north 
ride of Rudd avenue, below Thirty-fourth 
».treet, are under water, and at Thirty-nmth 
street they are completely flooded. 

The firemen of the No. tt engine-house 
were kept hard at work all day yesterday 
with two wngons moving all the people from 
that side of the Hireefc, aud twenty-seven 
families availed themselves of the opportun¬ 
ity to escape. The tiromen h^ve done excel¬ 
lent work in aiding the suffering, and have 
been up night and day. 

Although there are hundred* of 
idle men along the river 
bank. tb« distlilerie* had considerable 
difficulty in securing lal»orer* even at the 
rate of fifty oeuts an hour. Tho hillride 
above the Marion distillery presented a novel 
appearance yesterday, being completely cov¬ 
ered with barrel* of whisky. During the 
night 3.00<> barn-1* wore rolled out of tho 
warehouse and taken up to the top of tho hill, 
near Rudd avenue, where aforce of iuen,w«ru 
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detailed to watch it. Nearly all the ware¬ 
houses havo been emptied, and wo great dam-' 
age can be done to thorn. 

A few minutes before 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon euntfiderabio excitement wan cre¬ 
ated bv some bovs in a skiff, who sot fliv to 
a largo haystack which w as Hooting down 
the river. It burned very brightly, ami was 
suddenly turned in among tuo bouses by tho 
backwater current. It drifted against the 
side of a house occupied by Benjamin Wol¬ 
ford, at Thirty fifth street and Missouri ave¬ 
nue, and Set tiie roof on tire. It «n« extin¬ 
guished. however. liofore much damage was 
done. Nearly all the people in Portland now 
teeui to think that the worst is over. Al¬ 
though the water may ri-w some distance 
yet, it eau do no great additional damage, 
ami they are waiting pationtly for the end.

THIS FLOOD. 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT OF TliE RHINAL 
SERVICE SHOWING THE STAGE OF WATER. 
The table which follows is taken from the 
official records of tho Signal Service station. 
The observer at Louisville measures the 
depth of water at the head of tho canal three 
times a day after it reaches the danger line, 
and the following is tiie record for the days 
named:

RELIEF MEASURES. 

SUPPLIES SENT TO DISTRESSED NEEDY PEO¬ 
PLE. 

A meeting of the River Navigation Com¬ 
mittee was held at the Board of Trade build¬ 
ing yesterday to take some action toward re¬ 
lieving the wants of any aufforers. Messrs. 
Levi, Bose he, Carter. Hite aud Devon were 
present. A sub-committee,consisting of lxivi 
and Devan, was appointed to procure and 
take supplies to the most destitute. This was 
a spontaneous action, and will have charge 
of affairs only until to-morrow morning at 
11 o'clock, when tho Board of Directors will 
meet. Arrangements w ill then be perfected 
to take caro of all who may be in need. 

A considerable sum of money which was 
left ovtff* from Inst year is yet on hand, con¬ 
sequently the sub-committee were not ham¬ 
pered in their actions. Capt. Levi bought 
507 loaves of bread, 400 pound* of sugar, 
200 pounds of coffee, and 1 .IKK) pound* of 
bacon, all of which was removed on board 
the t’nltwl State* Life-saving .station, which 
was made the first supply depot. Others will 
be established to day, and Capt. Ia»vi Lius or¬ 
dered 1,600 lonve« of bread to tiegiu witb. 

No subscription wm opened, but in the 
afternoon two were received, which amount¬ 
ed to #135. The firet was madi* by Mr. J. 
Henry Doerr, who put down $10. McFir- 
ran. Shal*cr<ws & Co. followed with 5*126, 
and many others will add theirs to-day. 

Un to last evening ouly one persou had ap¬ 
plied for relief, and that was a w oman. Tee 
great est car* will be taken to prevent impo¬ 
sitions. ami it is hoped that there will be no 
trouble from them. 

“-Soma people wanted me to buy rice, 
bowidy and beano, 1 ' said Capt. Ixtvi, *’bui 1 
wouldn’t do it. Thai© things would bnvo 
beeu more than most of the sufferers ever hud. 
Give Uiernlho nece*»anc*of iifoaud that will 
do.” 

Fifty-five people took refuge in tho old 
LxposUicm buildiug, at the corner of Fourth 
and ChestuUt streets, hut night. Two or 
three famiiio* came iu early in the afternoon, 
but tiitf majority did not put in nu appuar- 
anco till alter dark. Of the whole number 
Bd'are white and B3 coloted. They are ult 
iroin the poorest quarters of the cite, but 
some of them Eta reasonably w ell supplied 
witu clothing and bedding. Other* wero 
without anything, and eveu said the.- 
Lad been starving for days. The wants of ail 
were provided fur to a certain extent, and 
ihevQraado themselves os couifortabio as 
possible.

TIIE FLOOD Has N«»T WASHED ANY OK THEM 
AWAY, FOR WHICH THEY ARE THANKFUL. 

The condition of the railroads was much 
belter yesterday than seerm-d possible the 
day before. All the lilies were able to start 
trains, although some of them abandoned 
night trains, only running in tho day. No 
washouts other than those reported yester¬ 
day were heard of, and on tbo whole the 
prospect i* very good, all things considered. 

The break on;the Khort-liue at Eagle creek 
w a* caused by backwater from that stream ; 
ditchc* were dug itlong the side of the track 
and the water run off, leaving the track dear 
and in good condition. Trains wore i unuing 
regularly between here and Cincinnati, and 
no further stun* were looked for. The water 
bad uot reached the depot at First and Water 
street* last night, aud 'trains ware leaving 
there. Nothing has been done to the wash¬ 
out on tho transfer trestle, just south of 
Broadway, owing to the high water in the 
creek, but uomfer* arc made in wagon* and 
’buses from the Fir»t street dopot to Ti-utb 
aud Maple, and not- more than ten minutes 
lime is Jo*t thereby. The Lexington brauch 
U reported iu good condition, and trains have 
been delayed but very little by tho water ou 
Umt hue. The Shelby villa brauch, on which 
it wn» thought trains would be abandoned 
for some dnv*, was opened yesterday, and 
the accommodation went through ail right. 
No further delay ix looked for or that line. 

Un the li. aud N. main line there has been 
no trouble m> far, but the bridge over Halt 
river at Suepherdsville is iu some danger 
from a wooden structuie some distance 
above. Fear* were enter tamed that the 
wooden bridge would give way, aud in float¬ 
ing down stream knock against and weaken 
the railroad bridge. At a late hour lust 
night, however, uo information of a break 
had been received, so it is presumed the 
bridge Is safe. At no other point on this 
line was any damage apprehended. 

The C., U. and S. W. were looking for 
trouble ut West Point, but latest reoorts 
from there »ay everything is safe, and trains 
cun go through. The fraiu will leave aw 
usual at 7:50 this morning. The backwater 
was slowly coming up about a mile eo»t ot 
West Point, and in some of the lower places 
it was touching the rails, but not iu quantity 
sufficient to tmpode travel, C. and O. 
bus thus far had no difficulty in getting 
through t<» the East, and it is not thought 
the line will experience any trouble from the 
water. 

Tho 1). and M. line is open trj Hr Louis, 
but transfer has to be made at Aurora, Ind., 
of Cincinnati pa»enger*. The road lose* 
about one hour and a half l y the transfer, 
which is ns good a* could he expected. No 
Eastern freight is received on tins rood. An¬ 
ticipating a break at tho fill bet w een New 
Albany and Jeffersonville, the O. and M. 
took I heir men from the shops at New Albany 
ind pot tb*m to work dm Ohio VsU Car* 
works, where they were constructing a boat 
for u»o when the break come*. Tho boat 
will be finished this morning, so if it becomes 
necessary transfers will bo made aud no lime 
lost. 

Trainmaster Safford, of the J., M. and L, 
was in th* city a short time yesterday After¬ 
noon. lle bad just l**»n over the entire line 
carefully, and he stated that there was no 
danger to I* apprehended whatever. The 
creaks and river* between Indianapolis and 
this city were all falling rapidly, and it was 
not thought there was ram enough yesterday 
to swell them again. Trams left from this 
side of the river last night, *o the water had 
not gone over the New Albany fill in a siif- 
fleteut quantity to cause delay. Should tiie 
fill give way, however, tho road him Loots 
ready, nud a line of transfers will he started 
at once, occasioning a very small delay. 
This same plun was adopted during last 
your’* flood, and was found to work verv 
well, the distance to lie covered iu the boat* 
only amounting to about a mile. Freight 
train* were pushed through tho water. It 
being bnt little over two foct deep, but bag¬ 
gage was transferred in (be boat*. The im¬ 
pression of the J., M. and [.people Is that 
Urn fill will uot break. 

The L.. N. A. aud C. and the St. Louis 
Air hue run into New Albany over the «mno 
track, aud they me iu more dangt-r from 
the fill, should it break, than the -.iher lines 
that crues the bridge. The backwater had 
run into tho old depot, and over the Air-tine 
track to such an extent as to put out the 
locomotive fire®, *o a transfer hail to U* 
made from the •’dinky” tram at Ninth 
street to Hoffmau’s sw itch for the Air-lino. 
The Monon bod experienced no difficulty up 
to 7:36 last night, when the train lelt for 
Chicago from the Fourteenth street depot in 
this city. 

Altogether the outlook for the railroads is 
much better than was looked for or expected 
yesterday, and it is thought no further seri¬ 
ous trouble will occur, owing to tho extra 
precautions taken at all weak points. 

FROM OVER TIIE RIVER. 

The tracks of the J., M. and 1. are covered 
witu water Iron* one to live feet In depth 
from State street to East Ninth. From the 
latter slat ion trains made their regular trif* 
all day > csterday. 

The Air line track* from Htate street to 
tho Budd fuad crossing aro under water. 
The last Main in arrived nt midnight 
Wednesday, transferring freight, passenger* 
and uiaii from Huffman's station, two miles 
below tb« city, to ibis point. No more 
trams w id go out on t tm road for the nre»- 
cut. The tre*tie at Falling tun la still iu 


place, laying held down by a train of coal 
and iruu car*. 

The L., N. A. and C. It. R. still run* it*

JEFFERSOS VtLLF . 

TIIE PEOPLE HOPEFUL TJtAT THE DIKARTUR 

WILL xor EQUAL THAT OF A YEAR ago. 

It wa<* expected by the people of Jeffer¬ 
sonville yesterday that the Ohio river would 
flood the street* of tne city tho same as in 
1883* but up to » o’clock la.-%t night thi* ex¬ 
pectation Imd not Imhjii verified. Tho river 
last night at 0 o’clock had not douo any 
serious damage, and wan within six feet oi 
reaching the rise of 1883, according to the 
mark.* at tho corner of Spring aud Front 
streets. Early yesterday morning the river 
commenced running in through tiie 
sewer at tlio foot of Walnut street, 
and also through the “ox pond” at the w est 
end of Harmorc'* ship yard. The water 
last night ou Walnut street north Imd 
reached almost to the corner of Walnut 
street and Maple. On Chestnut street the 
water reaches frutn the cor:; r of Locust to 
Mechanic. On Market street the w ater ex¬ 
tend* from James Burke's residence to B»r- 
more’e office. Tbero was very little water 
in the lot*lands in tho vicinity of the Ninth- 
street depot last night, aud the city from 
Spring street, west was safe, unl***^ the 
embatikuieut of tho J., M. and I. railway be 
low the fill give* way. This embankment 
ha* boon of great benefit to the city up to 
this time. Had not tho J., M. and 1. Com¬ 
pany raised it* track* aud fill tho tester 
would have overflowed nil of tho lower part 
of the city. 

Irate last night tha flood-gate at this point 
seemed to be measurably safe, aud ufilc-ss the 
river rises two feet more the overflow* will 
not be disastrous in the West End. 

Early yesterday morning the continued 
rain alunned everybody, and the merchant* 
who had not removed on Spring street were 
busy packing up their good*. At 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon tbo new* was very fa- 
vorable for nu abatement. of the 
flood, and the /tnmnisr .Ncics advised 
jieople to remove back into their place* 
of bu»inc*s,a» tho flood tva* about over. After 
(1 o'clock last evening the rain began to fall 
again, ami as the nver continued to rise ami 
the temperature was higher the prospect* 
were not so flattering. 

Yesterday afternoon tbo adjourned meet¬ 
ing of the Citixens' Relief Committee wi* 
held in Mavor Glass’ office. Mayor GIiumi 
presided, fn tbo absence of Cot. Kcig- 
win. who wit* satisfied that the 
flood would uot be serious. 'Hie 
Mayor presented telegram* from various 
points, showing that the indications wero 
favorahle for an abatement of the flood. It 
tva* the unanimous opinion of the gentlemen 
present that there wa* no occasion for alarm 
ami that the citizens wero amply able to caro 
for themselves. On motion of Mr. Win. H. 
FoUfC* th*» citizens' meeting udjourued to 
meet at the cal! of the Mayor. Capt. J. C. 
Dorsey stated at this meeting that lie did 
not believe lhe river would rise uioie than a 
foot and a half, and this would not seriously 
affect the city. 

A MIDNIGHT SCARE. 

I^riai to the Courler-./ourMoi.l 

Jeffersonville, Ind , Fab 7.— There 
was considerable excitement in this city to¬ 
night on account of a report that the fill be¬ 
low the city, where the flood-gate is located, 

( wa* atiout to wnsb aw*av and do great dam 
age. ns it had done in 18SB. Hundred* of 
people wero gathered together on the street*, 
and tbeir anxiety was Increased from the 
fact that the river was running in rapidly at 
Barniore's shipyard. Mayor Gins*, the City 
Engineer and several citixens visited the 
flood-gate at 11 o’clock to-night . The water 
is six feet higher on the river side of the 
track than at the Jeffersonville side, and 
from careful measurement* made by the 
City Engineer it will take a twenty* 
inch rise in the Ohio to bring 
the water over the track. The embankmnet 
appear* to be firm, and there were no indica¬ 
tions of a break at midnight, though the fill 
at this point seemed to be lea* firm than at 
other place* along tho road. Should the All 
give way to-night or to-morrow morning, 
the city will be flooded to the <icpth of *ev- 
eral feet. The street* adjacent to Barniore’s 
■hip-yard are flooded considerably more 
than nt 10 o’clock to-uight, though tho 
marks showed the water was not rising more 
than an inch an hour. People are still niov- 
ing at midnight, and eveu if a flood doe* not 
come, all the rc*ideuts in this part of tho city 
will have moved. 

NEW ALBANY. 

THE EXTENT AND EFFEC T OF THE FLOOD UP 

TO l.ART EVENING. 

Tho rise in the Ohio at Now Albany during 
Wednesday night did not exceed 2? 4 inches 
per hour, a failing off of fullv * t of nu inch 
from that day. Yesterday, up to noon, the 
rise was not to exceed 2 inches per hour, nud 
up to dark the rise did uot exceed an inch an 
hour. Last night the water was still corning 
up steadily, but not *o rapidly as during the 
day. The news from Cincinnati, that, the 
river was stationary ut that point, was 
hailed with delight by every one, n-* it gave 
reason to hope that the rise at thi* 
point would soon begin to abate. The 
best informed person* now believe that 
the flood of 18S3 will not U* reached by 
three or four feet. Ira>t night it lacked about 
six feet of that rise aud it is not believed 
that over tsvo feet more from the rise up to 
dark will bo added. 

Yesterday morning the Steam Forge- 
works were flooded aud work was stopped. 
At the Glns*-works Hie flood had risen well 
up to tbo grate-bar* iu the w tndow-houM) 
furnaces, but it is reported that the fires 
could bo kept in if not more than a foot or 
eighteen inches of water came in addition to 
the rise at that time. The oven* 
in tbo plate bou#o could stand over 
two feet more wuter before they 
would bo effected. At tho Ooio Falls Iron¬ 
work* a large force of men were engaged 
yesterday ferrying iron for shipment to flli 
orders of the company. Tho other factories 
along the river front and in Falling Run 
vallc v had their property well secured 
against loss. 

Along the river bottoms the farn^rs have 
fared better than last year, having moved 
their perishable property out to high ground 
in tmio to save it. Along the vailey of 
Falling Run many house* are overflowed 
and much fencing" aud out-building* hare 
floated away. A* compured with last year 
the Joss is light. 

The relief measures this year are on a dif¬ 
ferent basis from last year, and it is to he. 
hoped the hanger*-on ami deadbeats are to 
bo ignored. None but actual flood sufferer* 
are to tie aided this time, aud they must have 
the indorsement of a ward committeeman. 
The relief store* are not to be opened, a* 
New Albany *o fmws able to tuke care of her 
sufforCr*. 

Those living near the edge of the encroach¬ 
ing wut« r resolved not to move yesterday on 
receipt of the news that the river wan "sta¬ 
tionary at Cincinnati. 

Mr. 1. I*. Bark moved bis •aloon up stairs 
yesterday to keep out of the flood. 

The cold wave is anxiously looked for. 

Mayor Richard* was doing hi* w hole duty

A T FITTSBUROH. 

BOTH RIVER* DECLINING AT THE LAST RE¬ 
PORTS—A ROUGH ESTIMATE OF THE DAM¬ 
AGES. 

Pittsburgh, Feb. 7.— The rivera ore re¬ 
ceding here and at all points along tue Alle¬ 
gheny, but rising slowly at the headwater-* 
of tho Monongahnla. At 11 a. m. tho Mo* 
nrmgahcla marks indicated 32 feet, a fall of 
16 inches since midnight. The Allegheny is 
declining less rapidly, with Hit feet 10 inches, 
a drop of 8 inches from the highest point 
reached. It is believed tbo worst is over and 
thnt the water will now rapidly decline. 
Rain fell all night, and the indications this 
morning were for a continued light ralu 
through tho day, followed by colder mid 
clearing weather. No accurate figures can 
yet be given as to the damage, but the iuo*t 
conservative admit that it will mount up 
into the millions. A calm review of the sit¬ 
uation this morning found between five an l 
sixth thousand buildings in the two cities 
■ubuicrged. and tiie residence* of 26.000 peo¬ 
ple, 10,000 of whom are uot able to occupy 
their bouses. Fifteen thousand men are tern- 
pet orarily thrown out of employ meat by the 
stoppage of mills and facto! ie*. The flooded 
districts last night printed a vivid picture. 
AU night long the police patrolled the dis¬ 


trict* in b nU umi nil -kif.s. of which the oc¬ 
cupants wer«: unable M gl*o a i*o**t account 

thcm*eivr% svTt taken in. U was reared 
thieve* would Like advautaue ut the desorte 1 
-tore-* and dwelling* to pillage them. No go* 
was burning on the sir* et * ami fntettao dark- 
ncs* prevailed, whic i wa- relieved by an oc¬ 
casion*! elect no light. Tiuue were pieotv 
of deserted residence* where tiie people 
had fit* I, bu: fuuro uaio ju>( a* many who 
stayed. • Few slept, for while they declined 
to seek safety bv removing, they lia I not 
th* courage t*. sfeep while the danger was 
imminent.

Tho gratifying ne.vs that the 
water was stationary at midnight was rc 
ceived on all sides with expressions of joy 
and thankfiilneM.

11 o'clock. The mark* show ill fact ou the 
former ami 32 feet on tho lattsr. There has 
ia*en no ram since daylight, aud the weather 
is raw. 

Al. a m re* for the relief of the sufferers by tho 
It >od were taken to-day. Donations aro al¬ 
ready pouring in from citizens, nnd it i* 
thought no difficulty will be experienced in 
mi-mig any amount needed, ihe public 
hail* in both citie* are filled with woman nnd 
children rendered homeless, nnd everything 
>Qssib!<» i* b*ing done iu the way of fumish- 
ng them with food and raiment and to alle- 
viato their sufferings. In tho City Hall a 
number of women und children are reported 
to be vfcry ill. Only one ca*unity i• reports! 
to-day. John Jacobs, uf Sharp*burg, wan 
catching driftwood, whoa he full into the 
water und was drowned. 

Travel on nearly nil tho railroad* i* •■till 
suiqiemiod, and hundred* of strangei* aro 
unwillingly forced to remain In the city. 
Heavy land slides are ropmt^d on ail the 
road*. The Baltimore and Ohio i* running 
train*, but no effort B made to arrive and 
depart on schedule time. 

The Fan-handle road »* also running trains, 
but verv lute. The Pittsburgh and West¬ 
ern. Allegheny Volley, Pittsburgh. Fort 
Wavne and Chicago and West Pennsylvania 
roads have not made any attempt to start 
out ( trninH. 

While conveying the Australian boomer¬ 
ang throwers from the hotel to the Mummjui 
this morning the bout, upset, but th* occu¬ 
pants were re*cucd. Little Tim, nged 8 
years, who ha* Ju*' recovered from pneu¬ 
monia, ha* had n reluct! from th»* involun¬ 
tary bath, nn'd his physicians give no hope of 
hu recovery. 

The decline in the rivers continued all 
day, and at 8 to-night the Monongahela 
marks registered 30 feet »• inches, a fall of 
nearly three fi-vt since midnight, and the 
Allegheny mark* show 31 feel, and falling 
about three inches an hour. Many street* 
in this city are now clear of water, hut In 
it.-* stead barrel*, twisted !mard» and ioe 
died several feet in many plac* * have been 
eft high anti dry on the Inna by Hie receding 
water. Communication with Allegheny City 
by street care is still cut off, but Uy to-mor- 
rowr morning it i* thought tiie cars will t»e 
able to run. The Allegheny Valley nnd West 
Pennsylvania railroads uro running trains 
again ns usual. At a meeting of citizen* 
tins afternoon an executive committee was 
appointed, who were instructed to tnko im¬ 
mediate btep* to relieve ull sufferers iu the 
cities. A committee, representing the lead¬ 
ing businvK* tnteresti, was also appointed to 
solicit donations. Before the-n pro¬ 
visions ran bo made, however, 
the suffering will l*o great, as 
many families living in tiie second storv 
of their houses have been w ithout food or fire 
for thirty-six hours. Two more fatalities 
have been reported. Win. Bowman, aged 
50. in the Eighth ward, Allegheny, while 
attempting to step out of a w indow into a 
skiff, (el! into tue water, and the swift cur¬ 
rent earned him nwny before he coul l be 
rescued. Harry Geuung, aged 11, who has 
been miftMng from hi* home in the First 
ward, Alleghany, since Tuesday, wus found 
drow ned this afternoon. 

Midnight—'The rivers arc still receding. 
The Monongahela mark* 2B feet 1 inch and 
the Allegheny 32 feet 2 inches. There has 
been no rain *it)G* daylight. A careful esti¬ 
mate uf the lotts from the flood in tha county 
gives a total of $3,000,000. This b» largely 
due to the fact, discovered to-d«y t that a 
majority*^ tin* manufacturer''will not b»> 
able to resume operations before Monday 
woek. An tbo mills he low nnd will be inun¬ 
dated long after the street* are clear. 

The rivers have been falling rapidly since 
midnight. The stage in the Mououg ihela at 
1:80 is 28 feet. 6 inches, aud the Allegheny 
one f«»ot higher. 

AT WHEELING. 

THU WORST FLOOD IN A CENTURY, BUT THE 

water commences to rkcede—the 
losses Estimated at over a million 

DOLLARS. 

WiieklinOjW. Va., Feh. 7.—The river has 
reached fifty-six f»H*l nnd has not yet caused 
ruing. There was great di&treid during the 
night and the steamer Belle Prince has this 
morning btf»*n engaged in taking families off 
the island where, however, many still re¬ 
main. Kkiffs have also done a g*x>d work. 
Many casualties havo been reported, but in¬ 
vestigation show* slight foundation for moot 
of tbom. Many heartrending instances of 
sick people imprisoned oil night arnid the 
w nste oi waten came to light thu morning. 
The Bellairc, O., Goblet Works caught fire 
this morning from ilme slacking lit the water, 
but the flaaics did liftlo harm. 

The scenes alr»ut thu city are iinprewdcnt- 
ed within a century, end there is 4 feet more 
of water than iu the famous flood of 1832. 
Two or three f<*et more is expected. It is 
impossible at thi* hour to give au estimate of 
tho dnuince. Busine** 1* nearly »uspcnded. 

The river at 6 P. M. wn» 51 feet 6 Inches 
aud ruing slowly. The steamer* Belle Prince 
nud Princess have been busily engaged in 
bringing people from thvdslaml. There has 
been more damage to property than was 
ever experienced ln-re before. Tne Fair¬ 
ground is n total wreck, and three hotUi.-s 
came down from above. Tho weather i* 
cloudy and cool. 

The"water hero is stUl ri-ing to night, nnd 
vastly larger areas are submerged thin there 
were in 1832. Houaes, barn*, bridges und 
straw and hay>itacks havo been floating pa*t 
all day. The Wheeling t.'h«-e»e Gontpany'* 
fctorago-hous* here lo»cs about €60,000 by 
wmor in tho cellar*. Tho merchants on 
Main, Water and Market streets aUo Iohi 
heavily on perishable good* now under water. 
Several house* have flouted off from 
the id'ind nud the South Hide. It 
is iinpo&sibl© to estimate the 1 osms», 
but thev will aggregate over a tniilinu dol¬ 
lar*. The water has ruuohed the lime piu of 
the Bellaire, Ohio, goblet work» nu t the Lh- 
beilo Glass Company, Bridgeport, Ohio, and 
Elseii glass-works, Martin■* Ferry, Ohio, 
nnd the sinking htuo started flames iu all 
cases. The damage wan slight. 

No lot* uf life ha* resulted bsre. but fatali¬ 
ties from the removal uf *iek person* from 
the exposed nouvs will be great. The West¬ 
ern t’nion Teh graph Company's office can 
only bo ranched by boat*.

A relief meeting was 
held this afternoon and ©2,500 raised iu 
half an hour, und committee* «»i»iH»iuled to 
look after and didrihuie. 

Ten thousand people nre houtel^ and un¬ 
provided for huh?. l*ully 15,000 were driven 
from their horhe*. but a third of them are 
cotufortablv qm»rt«-rvd at hotels, boarding¬ 
house- or with friends.

AT CINCINNATI. 

the damage estimated at no more THAN 
tin PER CENT. OF LAST YEAR’S—THE 
RIVER STILL RISING SLOW l.Y. 

Cincinnati, Fob. 7.—Tho river was 61 
feet 8)^ inches and still rising at 9 o’clock 
this morning. 1 here i* no change in the 
weather, except perhaps it i* a little cooler. 
A slight rain fails at intervals. Telegraph 
communication with the up-river points is 
almost entirely cut off. There is no oormuu 
ideation with Portsmouth, I ronton. Hunting- 
ton, Marietta or Parkersburg this morning, 
Gallipoli* report* a ri*» of 3 feel Mine io*t 
night, and *tiil rising at the rate of ftfncbee 
per hour. It is now thought tho river will 
couUnue to rise hero until Saturday or Suu- 


day, and If uu more rain comes it will then 
fall rapidly. 

Tiie view from the Suspension bridge this 
morning is uot cheering. Aloug Covington 
the front to the Licking river is entirely *ub- 
mer;cd, the water being in t’e sec¬ 
ond *tory of the dwelling*. Newport 
presents tho apfiearance of a lake, 
with a few dwellings peeping out like 
small it land*. The bridgo company tries to 
furnish transportation across the water on 
the Cincinnati side, but it* single boat is en¬ 
tirely Inadequate to the domand, and a large 
number of private craft are engaged in fer¬ 
rying for five cent* a pa*seuger and are 
earning a rich reward. Tu© w hole lower 
port of tho city, from Second street to the 
river front, is covere-d with boats to-day, 
employed for patroling nud relief. The 
Common Council ha-* decided to ask nutbori- 
tv for the loan a $100,000 for a relief fund. 
Ten school-home* have been closed in the 
submerged, or nearly submerged, parts of 
the city and placed at the dtspcnral of the Re¬ 
lief Committee for the accommodation of 
the people driven from their homes. 

In Covington to-day a Relief Committee 
has been organized nud the Legislature will 
be asked not to collect tne year’* tnxv* ut 
tho flooded districts. Thor© has been no loss 
of life, and no great destruction of property 
ha* yet occurred. 

The story of loss of life at Marietta, U., U 
not verified, but the wires are all down lo 
i hat point. 

The river is rising idill, but more slowly. 
The thirteen hour* tine* midnight the rise has 
boon only elgut inches, 'lhe record at 1 l\ 
M. la 61 feel 8 inches. It is estimated that 
the looses from the overflow will be uot more 
than ten p**r cent, a* much os lost year, 
ow ing to the better care to prevent loss! 

2:30 p. ji.—The river i* 61 foet U inches 
and apparently stationary. Advices from 
Columbus ray tho bill i* now a law to author¬ 
ize tue Use uf $50,01)0 for the purpose of re¬ 
lief. 

The Licking river at Falmouth and But¬ 
ler n» reported falling. The current is much 
1 *?as *w iit and has the effect of checking the 
rise in the Ohio to a slight extent. Th« 
wather is generally growing colder, aud 
there- has been no rain scarcely to-day. 

10 p. m.—T he weather is Incoming cooler, 
but there is no decided change as yat. A 
lignt. drizzling ruin ha* lieeu failing portions 
uf tho day, aud to-night the wind is from 
the iiormcobt. The river continue* to n.*e 
sluwir, standing 61 feet lo Inches at 10 
o'clock, a rhe of half uu inch in the lui»t 
hour. Contrary to general expectation, the 
go* is burning to-night, and there is a hope 
that the *upuly may not bo cut off at all. 
This, however, depends on the future rise 
being very slight. There was much specula¬ 
tion to-day over what is to come, and opin¬ 
ions vary. i he in st hopeful say there can 
not be more than a foot more water, 
while other*.say the extraordinary water at 
Pittsburgh and Whecliug, coupled with the 
fact that the tributaries iu Ohio an 1 Ken¬ 
tucky, both above and below, are nearly all.

In the city proper the water is within 200 
feet of the limit on th« streets last year. 
The ouly difference U a few feet of 
depth. Tbo day bo* passed with no 
disaster to report. The rno»t careful 
attention is giv«n everywhere for the saving 
of property. The flin t-- of coal barges are 
fully manned and closely watched day and 
night. Not a single barge has yet been lost. 
The nb&euce of high wind has been favorable 
to this property, us well a» to the submergcsl 
frame houses. The price of coal has been 
advanced four cents a bushel on account of 
tiie increa ed expenre of getting it from the 
barge*. The water supply i* not yet in dan¬ 
ger. The relief w-ork keeps well up with tne 
ncivivtliie* of the suffering. Food has been 
promptly furnished to day, aud boats patrol 
the flooded district to see that no 

comm of necessity are neglected. Two fire 
engines, floating on scows, are kept ready 
to be drawn to any place a fire 
mav break out in tho flooded di*tricu. The 
mail* have not lieeu soriotv.lv disturbed. 
The Pan-handle has been submerged be¬ 
tween here and Xenia at various points.

Beaver, 1*a., Feb. 7.—The most serious 
disaster here has bceu tho total destruction 
of two bridge* and serious damage to an¬ 
other. ]*a*t night tha pressure of the water 
on the hnll-i iwr bridge caused it to give 
way, and the wpentructure was carried by 
the strong current against tbe Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh bridge with irresistible force, 
carrying it away bodily, together with 
nearly (our hundred feet of the approaches. 
The two bridge* swept down tue Ohio until 
they came m contact with the Pittsburgh 
and Lake Erie bridge, nn iron structure, 
just below Beaver. The approaches on Iratb 
sides were torn aw ay, ami the budge is iu 
great danger of going down. 

AT WILLIAMSPORT. 

Williamsport, Pa., Feb 7.—The ice jam 
broke t-edav. Enormous masses of ice have 
ueen passing during the foren ran without 
any dama.n.

AT W1LKESBARRE.

The Tariff and Labor. 

[To the EiUtor of thy Courier-Journal. \ 

If you take the logic of protection and fol¬ 
low it out you will reach one or tw*o inclu¬ 
sions; tnal D, you will reach several conclu¬ 
sions. 

It is assuming a good deal to declare that 
a high protective tariff will guarantee em 
ployment and good wages to labor in the 
protected industries. It b tantamount to 
averting that an act of Congress can dictate 
supply and demand, aud can actually regu¬ 
late w-ork and wages. 

A certain class of capitalists demand of 
Congrcos protection. W bat forf To enable 
them to employ labor at good wagos. Their 
own »elf-imare»t has nothing to do in the 
limner. They don’t cure a groat about pro¬ 
tection for tucumelve*. It « only for tue 
bMllt of tho poor working people that they 
want protectUiii. 

What guaranty has labor of good faith in 
any such au indefinite proposition! Who is 
to fix the standard a* to what are good 
wages? Suppose Congress should by sc hod 
ulo lix wage* a* it does duties on imports, 
would there not be some high kicking! 

But let tts take tbe logic of protection and 
reason upon it. Suppose, for the sake of a 
supposition, that a high protective tariff will 
afreet wages an tbo protectionists declare iu 
the protected industries, bow will it affect 
labor and wage* in those industries which 
are not protected? 

Now ii b clear that n protective tariff will 
put money into the pockets of one class; that 
Is the protected manufacturer. It is equally 
clear tuat such a tariff will abstract money 
from the pocket* of another cla&>; that is 
the unprotected consumer. 

In the Bout Bern Hffite* thu chief labor has 
been colored or ex slave labor. There has 
not been any other labor that could compete 
with it. This clas> of labor has boon gregari¬ 
ous. fluctuating, migratory and unreliable. 
The farmer has ha t to make the most of it. 

The protected Industrie* aro now moviug 
Soutu with all their privileges, immunities, 
corporate frauebbe* and chartered rights. 
They are coming wit h an avalanche of rapt 
tal and an army of skilled labor. Well, let 
them come witu as much money and as much 
skilled labor as they may chose. All we a*k 
b that they shall take equal chnnres with the 
agriculture ot the country and be made to 
behave therm-elves. 

The 8outh will furnish them with all her 
natural resources, ami tills is all she cun do 

for agriculture. 

Let m take the site* of the protection argu¬ 
ment from a Bnuibern stand point. The 
protected iiidiiktriu* now moving booth will 
employ u very large per cent, of utukfiled 
lai>< r which they wifi not import bccaitao 
they can employ exclave labor cheaper than 
any unskilled labor they can import. Tbe 
ne.^ro can endure the Southern climate bet¬ 
ter than any other race. He can swing a 
pick or an ax more steadily than tha average 
white man. Bo that tbe unskilled labor 
which the protected Industrie* wifi employ 
will be mainly colored, and wifi be taken 
from the plantation*. Thu will bring the 
Southern planter directly in competition 
w ith protected capital in bidding for tha 
chief latwr of the .Southern States. 

Now if the putting of money into the pock¬ 
ets of tue protected manufacturer will enable 
him to employ labor and pay better wages, 
iu the name of common seusu will not the ab¬ 
stracting of money from the pocket* of the 
Southern planter by an abominable tariff 
diiuible him in employing and paying the 
lobor ue-'u-Miry to carry on his unprotected 
busine*af 

8«» here b tbe *Ue of tbe protection argu¬ 
ment iu the South. Tiie planter is forced to 
draw money out of his own pocket-, to bis 
own dulrimunt, and to pay it over to pro¬ 
tected capital. Whut forf To enable pro¬ 
tect oil capital to pay better weges than bo 
him-elf can afford, and to to rob him of bis 
labor and g> depopulate his plantation! 
Robbed and fleecea by a thieving tariff, how 
can the cottou planter compete witb protect¬ 
ed capital in lhe price of wage* when tus 
own money is used to turn tbo scale against 
nirnl Under this iniquitous process almost 
3very dollar that goo* into protection is ab- 
op *ubiracted from agriculture.

OTHER OLD WORLD NEWS- 


London, Feb. 7.—Tbo Daily News states 
that the Egyptian port* in the gulf of Aden, 
on the Somali coast, can be held if needful 
by troops from Aden. 

Great anxioty is felt for tho safety of 
James 0. Kelly, M. P. f correspondent of the 
Daily Sews in Egypt. Nothing has been 
beard from him since December 18. 

A dispatch from Alexandria to the Daily 
News asserts that the rebels have captured 
Gen. Gordon. 

The United Ireland this morning, under 
the heading of “Speed the Mubdi," con¬ 
gratulates the False Prophet on bis recent 
v dory, and hopes that neither Sinkat nor 
Khartoum will bo rolieved, trusts that 
Gen. Gordon will meet with the same fate 
as Baker Pasha, and assorts that it will re- 
j ico to hear of El Mahdi'a victorious ar¬ 
rival at Cairo. 

No news has been received at tho War 
Office regarding the rumored capture of 
Gen. Gordon. The report was first posted 
iu the wiudow of the Daily Sews ofilc© and 
has since been removed. 

A letter from Gon. Gordon is made public. 

It nays: “It is no secret that. England has 
abandoned all intention of guaranteeing the 
continuance of Egyptian supremacy over the 
Boudan. It has decided that the task is too 
Merotts and would be attended with no cor¬ 
responding advantage*. It will, therefore, 
allow the peoplo now in rebellion to revert to 
their old Sultans.” Gen. Gordon accepu 
tins decision as wise and just, for he says, 
“Unless England shall secure Soudan the 
possession of n good government, it ought 
not to conquer the country itaolf, nor allow 
others to do so.” 

Tho transport I’oonab, at Portsmouth, has 
been ordered to prepare to sail forthwith. 
It will take 500 marines to Suakiui. 

Official advices from Cairo announce that 
the total number killed near Tokar was 
2,250, including 08 officers, 16 of whom 
were sta if officers. Baker Bosba telegraphs 
that he has at present undor liis command 
U.500 men, a third of whom are unmarried. 
It U officially denied that the tribes beyond 
Kcrstka are iu revolt. 

A dispatch from Cairo says that Gen. Gor¬ 
don can not reach Zerber before to-morrow, 
therefore it is impossible that any authentic 
news of hia movements cau roai h Cairo be¬ 
fore to morrow. The story of his capture is 
discredited. A steamer from Khartoum 
reached Berber to-day unmolested during the 
trip. 

The Government has ordered tho comman¬ 
der of the Mediterranean squadron to dis 
patch as many marines as possible to Sua¬ 
kim. 

A Cairo dispatch says: It is estimated that 
600 rebels were lulled in tho Jato ttgnt. The 
Khedive has sent a message of sympathy to 
Baker Pasha. Baker Pasha telegraphs tunt 
his men will be able to bold out (or only a 
short time behind the trenches. Spies report 
that the rebels intend to attack Suakim. 
The Governor of Dongola telegraphs that 
Berber and Dongola are quiet. A prefect of 
police will be appointed at Suakim w ith full 
power over the natives, a* many of them 
ore regularly infonniife Osman Sigtia. tho 
reliel chief,of what is being done at Suakim. 
It is expected that Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood’s 
army will co to Suakim.

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

THE IMPORTANT BUSINESS TRANSACTED BY 
THAT BODY YESTERDAY. 

London, Feb. 7.— -In the Llouso of Lords 
to-day Marquis Salisbury gave notice that he 
would introduce a resolution in reference to 
the Government’s policy in Egypt, similar to 
that in which Sir Stafford Northcote gave 
notice of in the dou«c ot Commons. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Trevellyn, Chief Secretary of Ireland, 
replied to the inquiry of Tho*. Seutou, mem¬ 
ber from Sligo, retail vo to the attitude of the 
Govemmont toward the Irish Justices of tbo 
Brace who indorse the action of Lord Ke*»- 
luoro, the recently su*p«hdsd Magistrate. 
He said tho Government would doal with all 
such cases as they an»e. 

Dodson, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan¬ 
caster, stated that for several mouths there 
hud been no com* of foot nud mouth disease 
in imported cattle, and that in the present 
-1 condition of the laws the Government had no 
power to prohibit tho importation of foreign 
cattle. 

Gladstone denied that Sinkntbnd been cap¬ 
tured by the rebels, but admitted that it* 
condition was critical. He stated further 
that the Government kn^w absolutely noth¬ 
ing of the massacre of 400 men under Tow- 
fik Bey. 

Northcote gave notice that he will intro¬ 
duce a resolution Tuesday, stating that in the 
opinion of tho House the recent event* iu 
Soudan are tho direct result of the vacillat¬ 
ing and inconsistent policy of tho Govern¬ 
ment. This was greeted with loud cheers 
from the opposition. 

Hortington, Secretary of State for War. 
stated i hat no dispatches bad been received 
confirmatory of the rumored capture of Gen. 
Gordon. A telegram to-day from tho Brit- 
sh Minister at Cairo made no mention of the 
affair. 

GREAT B HIT A IS. 

MEAVY FINER LEVIED ON TUE GAMBLING 
MEMBERS OK THE PARK CLUB. 

London, Feb. 7.—The trial of fifty-two 
members of lb® Park Club, charged with 
gambling, in playing baccarat at the rooms 
of the club, has terminated. The proprietor 
of the club and mem Dors of the committee 
were fined £500 each and the players £100 
each. 

Lord Edmund Fit/.maurfo*. Under For¬ 
eign Secretary, states that the Spanish 
authorities have not yet liberated Maceo. the 
Cuban patriot, who escaped from prison and 
took refuse at Gibraltar, but was thrust out¬ 
side the English line* and recaptured by the 
Spaniards. They have decided, however, to 
remove him to Port Mahon, capital of the 
P.lanri of Minorca, under parole.

FRASCE. 

THE PARISIAN PRESS INDULGING IN SARCASM 
OVER THE FAILURE OF ENGLAND'S POLICY 
IN EGYPT, 

Paris, Feb. 7. —The Parisian newspapers 
are indulging iu much sarcasm at the failure 
of England's policy In Egypt. The Journal 
Des Debate considers British occupation im¬ 
perative, and urges England to act promptly 
to prevent the East from relapsing into bar 
bnrisin. The Jiepuhlique Francatse ironi¬ 
cally presumes that England is strong enough 
to act alone, otherwise sbo would nover have 
assumed the responsibility of excluding Eu¬ 
rope, and especially France, from participa¬ 
tion in the settlement of Egyptian affaire. 

The funeral of M. Rouhr, the distinguished 
Bonapartist, this morning, was verv quiet. 
A largo crowd collected outside the church, 


but many policemen were present and no 
demonstration was made. 

Tho mass of the Reqn.em In the Church of 
St. Augusta was attnuded by six thousand 
per*«»n*. including all the distinguished Bona- 
partist leader*. Paul De Cas*agnac. Louis 
Buffet, Pierre Chonolone. Mlchrl Grand, 
Joachim Murat and Do lornr and Princess 
Mnthilde occupied tho place of honor. The 
corpse has been temporarily placed in the 
vault of the church, but will be rumored be¬ 
fore long to Auvergne.

Feb. T.—The breadstuff 
market* were iu a vacillating mood, with 
the drift during the day mostly in favor 
of buyers, but there wa* a firmer closing, 
with a recovery in prices. Eastern market* 
were relatively steady. Receipt© mode rate 
and exports fair. The visible supply of 
w heat shows a decrease of t, 101,000 bushels, 
and corn nn iucrea-4> of 1,197,000 bushels. 
Provisions fluctuated a< umul, but the gouur- 
nl action was in the direction of higher prices. 
Cotton was quint and without material 
changes. The live stock markets were firm. 

In New York uiouey was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady and higher. Govern¬ 
ment 3s were fractionally lower and I ..a 
fractionally higher. Tbo stock market d Is- 
j day el a very moderate degree of activity, 
and prices were not fully supported for most 
properties. The most notable exception wo* 
In the coal roads, some at which gniued a 
material advance. 

In London English consols were higher, 
some American railroads w-ere lower, and 
others were slightly advanced. Liverpool 
had a further advance on hog products, 
while breadstuff* and cotton were steady. 

The volume of business is being necessarily 
restricted very much in the cities of the Ohio 
valley, but Louisville U exceptionally for¬ 
tunate in ber Southern channel*, which are 
as yet unobstructed. 

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

We publish tills morning another 
letter from the lion. John 1L Reagan 
which he says is written to correct what he 
courteously terms certain misstatements, 
which have appeared in the Courier 
Journal. Any one who will do us the 
kiudness to read this letter must see that it 
fully sustains every statement which we 
have made. We simply asserted that twenty- 
four hours w as not time enough to give a fair 
heuring to all the Interests affected by the 
proposed legislation, nnj.1 we further ob¬ 
jected that (he whole of the time allotted 
was consumed by the trunk lines und the 
Gould lines, while the Southeastern terri¬ 
tory, the territory bounded by the Poto¬ 
mac and the Ohioou the north, the Missis¬ 
sippi on the west and Atluutic on the east, 
was not allowed one hour for debate. It 
La a stretch of couutry teeming with unde¬ 
veloped! wealth, needing more railroads, as 
no other section does, and we think a re¬ 
fusal to give this section a hearing must be 
due either to a sense of weakness on the 
part of those with the bill in charge, or 
else to a narrow-minded idea that Texas 
and the East constitute the Union. In 
either case, speakiug for the people of this 
section, we must be allowed to quesliun 
the wisdom of such a course without bc- 
iug charged with misstatement* 

Mr. Keaoan emu res us that this legisla¬ 
tion bus bccu very much discussed iu the 
past, that the former committees ami the 
old Congress mastered the whole subject, 
aud nothing more rcrtiains to be said. The 
coipmiitce has been changed, though, aud 
legislation must bggiu anew. This fact 
ought not to cut off debate; it only encour¬ 
ages it. and should encourage it. Hasty 
legislation is the bane of the nutiou; in 
every department of Government we are 
cursed with it, and on a subject such us 
this hasty legislation is inexcusable. AVc 
do not doubt for a moment that all the in¬ 
formation iu the w orld is accessible to the 
committee, but this information, old as it 
is, might tie presented in uew und more 
forcible forms. All that Mr. Kkaoan 
says against any debate of the Intcr-Stato 
Commerce Bill may be used with even 
greater reason against any debate on the 
tariff. The literature of the tariff is in- 
finitely more comprehensive und exhaust¬ 
ive than the literature of the railroads. It 
is an older question, one which bus been 
much more frequently and eloqueutly dis¬ 
cussed. but we do not suppose for a mo¬ 
ment that Mr. Mouuison proposes to shut 
off debate, because all the sources of Infor¬ 
mation are Open to his committee. If a 
meuMiro Is just and right its advocates need 
not fear agitation; it is only weak legisla¬ 
tion. partial legislation, class legislation 
whlchhas anything to fear from discussion. 

Mr. Reagan misconceives u*; if we used 
Lis language wc would say he grossly mis¬ 
represented u* when he says we have sta¬ 
ted Milwtnuiinlly that the railroads were 
more interested In this legislation than the 
people. AVc have not said so, we do not 
believe so. We are npeakiug for the people; 
we are speaking for lower rates and better 
service; we are protesting against measures 
which we do believe are full of mischief, 
which we arc certain arc conceived in a 
spirit of unwisdom which invites dis¬ 
aster. The great grow r th of the country 
to which he refers has merely kept puce 
with the extension of our railroad system. 
Wc wi*h to see mulling done which will 
interfere with this growth of the country, 
with this development of our trunsporUi- 
hon lines, and that is why we oppose the 
Reagan nod kindled bills. 

Mr. Hkvian Mtvs A does uoi occur to us 
to bo distressed because of any failure of 
the people m be heard, nud he makes the 
aatouudiug slrtlcmcut that they are not 
Tcprest nlcd before tho committee or iu 
Lougress. The people faucy they are well 
represented in Cnugrcw, and ns a Demo 
craiic journal we have contended, and iu 
spite of the Imputations cast by Mr. Rea¬ 
gan on his fellow-members we shall still 
contend that the Democratic members of 
Congress, at least, speak for the people, nud 
will uphold every just measure which is 
advanced iu their iutcrest, and we do.be¬ 
lieve the peoples cause is safe in their 
hands. 

Congress has In the past indulged 
in ruilroud legislation wlijeh may be di¬ 
vided iuto two classes: the first by which 
land grants were given to railroads; the 
second by which the Government .vaunted 
to pay interest on railroad bonds. 

The history of this legislation, viewed 
from any standpoint, is uot encouraging; 
it has involved us in great trouble and 
has caused vast corruption. While the 
railroads have managed to get all they 
want It seems impossible to devise a law to 
make them live up to their agreement. 

There ure now several bills before Con¬ 
gress hearing upon these failures; bills to 
make good the failure of past legislation. 
Some of these hills propose to iorfeit all 
unearned land grants; they are just nud 
ought to flints. Others aim to make 
the Pacific roads live up to the require¬ 
ments of the Thurmnu Bill, which they so 
Vigorously opposed This is eminently 


wise and proper. Congress ought to insist 
on the strictest construction of nil its con¬ 
tract* with these roads. Wc are opposed 
to granliug uuy more privileges to 
great corporation*. As we would have 
the Goverumeut fulfill to the letter every 
promise given, so would wo require every 
corporation to do the same. When they 
come uvking an extension of lime to 
earn the Und grants, the people want 
Congress to say no. When they seek 
legislative relief in order to avoid the pay- 
iucut of interest. Congress should pass the 
strictest measures which will force the 
compliance with every line of the con¬ 
tract. 

I his is the kind of legislation our peo¬ 
ple waul, and when they see how difficult 
it U for their representatives in C ongress 
to do this work, when they see how vast 
is the influence of the great corporations 
w hen Co ugreas begius to legislate concern¬ 
ing them, it is not strange the thoughtful 
people of the country should view with 
apprehension a new departure of the kind 
proposed by Mr. R ragan. if Congress 
<*1111 not compel the railroads to provide n 
sinking fund to reimburse the Government 
for money aJvanned, if Congress enu not 
devise Jaws which will save to the people 
u part of its own domain. It may well be 
questioned if C'ougress is capable of pawl¬ 
ing a judicious law dealing more directly 
with railroad management. 

Mr. Reagan will pardon us if we close 
this article with a few extracts from a re¬ 
port made the Advisory Commission ou 
Differential Rates after the most open, 
thorough and painstaking investigation 
which has yet been made of the ndiroad 
problem. This commission was com¬ 
posed of Allen G. Thurman, E. 
It.. Washbur.ne and Thomas M. Coo- 
lev, and it certainly was not inimical to 
the iuterests of the people. 

* ‘Competition," say these gentlemen, 
“has made roads national which were 
once local, and it is vain to expect 
that so important a subject as that of dif¬ 
ferential rates will be settled on the local 
preferences or prejudices of those who 
may buve authority in railroad circles." 

Again they say: "If the cost principle 
could lie applied in fixing rates we do not 
see how the railroad companies could just¬ 
ly complain. If they could all receive for 
transportation service the cost of service, 
they would benefit their average condition 
very greatly by accepting it, for they are 
not now receiving, on an average, any¬ 
thing near the uveruge legal interest of the 
country on the cost of their investment. 
Many of the companies—perhups the ma¬ 
jority of them—in order to realize cost, 
would be compelled to increase their 
charges very considerably, while others, 
including perhaps the trunk lines, might 
be culled upon for a reduction." 

Still further they say significantly: "It is 
a fact of which the railroads arc cutitled to 
the full benefit, that tbo charges for rail¬ 
road services buve steadily declined, even 
when railroads have been so conducted as 
to avoid competitive strife." That means 
even when they have pooled their business 
that charges have steadily decreased. In 
the fuce of this disinterested testimony, in 
the face of the rapid expansion of our rail¬ 
roads and the multiplication of transporta¬ 
tion facilities, in the face of a steady and 
decided reduction in rates, we do not be¬ 
lieve Congress should interfere to correct 
evils real or imaginary until it has demon¬ 
strated its capacity to deal with the Pacific 
railroads ou the iuterest question, and can 
by legislation regain some of the lands 
which by hasty legislation have been lo3t. 
Evils exist undoubtedly, but the forces un¬ 
derlying all commercial activities—liberty, 
expansion and competition—work more 
effectively, more conservatively, more 
promptly than Congressional enactments. 


THE BANK CURRENCY. 

Senator Morrill has brought in a bill 
to amend the McPherson Bill for remodel¬ 
ing the circulation of national batiks. Iu 
brief, the latter bill provides, as will Ik* 
recollected by our readers, that on all 
bonds other than 4 per cents u circulation 
may be taken out equal to 100 par cent, of 
their face value, though the same shall not 
exceed the arnouut of paid up capital, uud 
that on the 4 per cents the circulation 
may equal 110 per cent, of the par value 
up to 1890; that in the first year thereafter 
the circulation shall be reduced to 109 per 
cent., and in each succeeding year it shall 
bo further reduced at the rate of 1 per 
cent, per annum until it is lowered to par. 

Senator Morrill is evidently right in 
seeking to make a discrimination between 
the circulation rates of the several classes 
of boudii; but ho is evidently iu error iu 
assuming as his starting point a rate of 
circulation in excess of the par value of 
either class. Uniformity in circulation, at 
least iu respect to arbitrary conditions gov¬ 
erning its volume, is a matter of great im¬ 
portance. and under Mr. Morrill's sys¬ 
tem this will be obviously impossible. The 
circulation issued on 4 per cents is to be 
changed by compulsion every year after 
1890 . and each change is to be a contrac¬ 
tion of the currency. It is moreover ille¬ 
gitimate in uu essential sense that 10 per 
ccoL of the national circulation or any 
other proportion should depend upon a 
security which represents no debt of the 
Goverumeut, and which itself depends 
upon the fluctuations of the investment 
market. The par of the 4 per cents stands 
fora pledge *>f the Government to pay its 
face in gold, but the premium merely illus¬ 
trates the varying estimates placed by deal 
ers, speculator* and investors upon the 
ca«h value of this pledge. A wiser adjust¬ 
ment would be 100 per cent, of tbo par 
value of the 4s and 90 per cent, of the par 
value of other issues. 

One of the most indefensible schemes in 
relation to bank currency yet introduced, 
that of Senator Aldrich, atlracUa notable 
degree of approbation from a certain class 
of Senators and from several national 
banks. We have previously stated the 
substance of this bill, the main objects of 
which arc to substitute 3 per cent, bonds 
to mature in 1907 for the 4 per cents, to 
pay a cash bonus for the 4* of 15 per cent. 

In the cxchnuge, and to issue 100 per cent 
of the par value of tho proposed 3s In cir¬ 
culating notes. One left-handed design of 
this scheme is to abolish the surplus fund 
iu the Treasury Department, which it 
would accomplish by transferring the same 
to tho national banks. It must be obvious 
that this bonus aud elevated rate of issue, 
conjoined, a* they are deaigm.nl to be, with 
an untaxed circulation, would ultimately 
paw the whole issue of 4 per cents through 
this convenient conversion, and if so it 
would take upward of $100,990,000 cash 
from the Treasury. It m both kilo and 
short sighted to advocate such a scheme a* 
this, whatever profits mny be figured out 
ior the Tresauiy, aud if the bauk/ « 


support it they will suffer us they would 
richly deserve to do.

“A 'horizons! reduction* of a tariff D either » | 
confession thsl the tariff burdens snd bounties 
are Justly snd wisely distributed and only need 
reduction, or of the incapacity of the reducers 
to unite on s real reform of inequalities snd In¬ 
justices.*' 

A horizontal reduction is simply taking 
whui we cuu get. It Is not ideally the best, 
but it is uu approach to better thing* 
When we can not do nil wc want, we do 
all we can. If the Democratic party were 
constructing a new system entirely it 
would ,proceed differently, but we lmvw 
hud "protection" for nearly a quarter of n 
century; money bus been invested in num¬ 
bers of enterprises with no thought of nu 
abandonment of this protection. Business 
has adapted itaelf to a system of a taxation 
costly nud Artificial. A change must be 
made, hut so made as to disturb our busi¬ 
ness interests as little as possible. A hori¬ 
zontal reduction is simply serving notice 
on all concerned that the people of this 
couutry propose to return to a tariff for 
revenue only. The distance can not be 
crossed at one step, and ought uot to be 
attempted. So wc will be contented with 
u bill similar to that offered by Mr. Mon 
HtsoN. Wc call the altcution of the Mail 
and Express to the fact that this bill does 
something more than make a horizontal 
reduction. It adds to the free list and it 
it reduces some of the most obnoxious 
items more than 20 per cent. This is 
practical politics. 

A New York Congressman capped the 
climax the oilier day by offering a resolu¬ 
tion that an export tax bo levied upon 
cotton. The plainest people of nnv pre¬ 
tensions to common sense can as readily 
detect the stupidity of a proposition like 
this as the learned professors of political 
economy, ns it would obviously operate 
both to diminish the profits of cotton- 
growing aud to handicap American plant¬ 
ers In the competition with India, Egypt 
and Brazil. This would lie readily per 
reived by people of all classes except the 
wild-eyed cranks. And yet how* difficult 
is it for multitudes of common-sense peo¬ 
ple to discern the fact that high tariffs ope¬ 
rate as an export duty upon everything by 
raising the average rates of export values, 
and by denying to home products a free 
competition in the markets of the world 
without the disability of artificial element* 
of cost and price. 

England is represented as being about 
to eugage in extensive works of repair aud 
construction ou her river and coast de¬ 
fenses. It is estimated that the cost of the 
work contemplated will be about $10,000,- 
000, the greater part of which is to be spent 
on the Clyde, the Mersey and other rivers. 
This does uot menu that Euglaml is appre¬ 
hensive of invasion, us there is no doubt an 
unabated confidence in her limiting walls of 
defeuse, her matchless navy, and there is 
also no menace from auy quarter of the 
earth. The real object of the outlay is 
probably to ufford employment for many 
hundreds of artisans discharged from work 
in consequence of the receut marked stag¬ 
nation in ship building and other indus¬ 
tries, who might be troublesome either if 
they reiuaiu Idle at home or if they carry 
away their technical skill to other countries. 

The Atlauta Constitution boldly says 
that the only issue which the Democratic 
party should have i» success. "We con¬ 
fidently expect, moreover," it says, "that 
even the least thoughtful observer In the 
country will perceive that Ihe success of 
the Republican party during tho pnst 
twelve years is based on the fact that it 
has made success a busiuess." So it has, 
and it has stopped at no fraud nor crime 
iu that business. Aud so this is the plat¬ 
form which the Democratic party must 
adopt, is it? Pray why should the coun¬ 
try prefer the Democratic party to the 
Republican if the former plant itself on 
the luttcr’s platform? 

Not very long ago the tariff created a 
burdensome quinine monopoly in this 
country. Then the duty on the drug was 
repealed, and the price fell, after which a 
combination was made between New York, 
Philadelphia nod European manufacturers 
to force the prices up again. But this uu- 
just pool has now brokeu to pieces, the 
price hns fallen and the schemers are left 
no recourse but to anathematize those who 
placed quinine ou the free list. Verily, 
the transgressor finds monopoly a hard 
road to travel when he is unassisted by 
Governmental claw legislation. 

It is not probable that the flood will 
reach the mark of 188,% and it has not 
been os sudden or as destructive as hist 
year. Still it will cause some suffering, 
not ouiy In the cities, but in the towns and 
the counties along the river banks. No 
appeal can this year be made to the 
couutry, such as lust year met with such n 
hearty response. Each community must 
take cure of its own sufferers, and prompt 
measures of relief should .bo set n-foot. 
Louisville will without delay provide for 
all within her borders, und her example 
should be followed elsewhere. 


The Knoxville Tribune, spiking of the 
enormous preponderance? of the tax levied 
by the tariff for private manufacturers 
over that levied for the Government, thus 
accurately epitomizes the policy of the 
proloctionists: "There is no disputing the 
fact that our Government is u second-rate 
concern, and that it is subordinate to tho 
couveulcucos of the lordly pets of protec¬ 
tion. Let us have protection at all hazards 
rind incidental government." 

Senator Blair has been "lying low" 
so far this session, but he comes to the 
front with a rush and a pension bill, whose 
provisions apply to persons who shall be 
injured in the future wars of tho republic. 
Perhaps Mr. Blair wants to make pro¬ 
visions in advance for the wounded Sen¬ 
ators expected to fall beneath Logan’s an¬ 
ticipated charge on Knz John Porter. 

A few years ago a measure was adopted 
providing for the gradual manumission of 
slaves in Cuba. This worked exceedingly 
well indeed, and under it 283,000 slaves 
have already licen peacefully liberated, 
with entire satisfaction to the owners. 
There are now hardly more than 100,000 
slaves ou the island, and most of them 
will be set free during the year.

It U 
a pity Mr. Arnold could not come to 
Louisville. A man with as strong au 
antipathy to the insipidity of tea as Mr.

The objects of the Charity Organization 
Society are as follows:

First—To help tho able-bodied poor to be self- 
supporting, so os to render lUuib-givtng unneces¬ 
sary In their cose.

3 by help that will effect a permanent result 
for good. 

3 by protecting them in their legal rights. 

Second—To prevent tho pauperization of t 
poor who are compelled to ask for charity. 

1 . by procuring adequate help, 
by cutting olf rw tnet lhuiUti h“lp. 

j. by cutting off ufi charity wk*u no longer 
needed. 

4 . By finding employment. 

Third—To reclaim the pauperized poor. 

1 By stopping indiscriminate alm»-glving. 

2 . by preventing the able boned from living 
on chtritv. 

3. By kindly oversight at their homes. 

Fourth—To prevent Imposition and fraud. 

1 . by the registration of all relief given in tho 
city. 

3. By a thorough system of investigation. 

3. By the prosecution of impostor*. 

Fifth—To stop street and door-to-door begging, 
and io prevent children from growing up paupers. 

Sixth—To procure adequate assistance for 
those who, through sickness or other unavoida¬ 
ble cause, are in need, but, otherwise, w ould be 
self-supporting, or for those who, through pbrtu- 
cul or mental dInability, cun not be wholly self- 
supporting. 

Seventh—To find suitable asylum for those trho 
are physically or mentally disqualified for work 
of any kind. 


Its work is.Jthorefore, an Important and 
valuable one, but there appears to be nn im¬ 
pression in tho community that this society 
proposes to receive contributions of money 
tor distribution among the poor. This is an 
error. Tho society act* as intermediary and 
forms a center of communication between 
tho various charitable societies nuvi agenda: 
in the city, and seeks to foster harmonious 
co-operation between them, and to check tho 
evil* of uver-lappiug of relief. Its method*, 
briefly stated, are ns follows: Tho city is 
divided into four district*, in each a com¬ 
mittee of live citizens is appointed to super¬ 
intend the work, and a paid ngeut is ap¬ 
pointed to visit the poor at their homes;, 
seek out and report all oersoii!* in ueed, with 
tho kiud of assistance tbht will be most valu¬ 
able. Their cases, and all the facts, nro re¬ 
ported to any charitable society that may be 
willing to afford immediate Assistance. Tho 
primary work of the ugenu of the society i* 
investigation, learning all tuo fact*, and thou 
procuring adequate help from benevolent in¬ 
dividual, or societies. The Charity Organiza¬ 
tions Society does not dispense alms, but as¬ 
sist* tbow» who are benevolent to place their 
nlms where the most good can be done and 
aids tho worthy poor by continualoatiug 
their wants to those who are able and willing 
to help. 

The society employ* five agent*, whose 
duties have been mentioned. The central 
agent has charge of the books and records of 
the central offices, and ho U now at Chicago 
acquainting himself with the methods to be 
pursued in the prosecution of tho wrork here. 
Tho district committee* aro being formed as 
rapidly as possible. Two have been already 
completed, nnu ut the meeting on Friday 
two of the Investigators, or "district 
agent*." will be appointed. The society is 
retting into working order &% rapidly as po* 
tihle. The money *ul«cribed for it- Mipport 
will be used to pay tli" salaries of the four 
agents, the rent of the central otik-©*, c^-st of 
books, stationery and publication^ It U 
conducted by a Central Council, comprised 
of twenty members, together w up the 
Mayor, Charity Commissioner* and other 
nty and county of fleers having lire duties. 
No part of the money subscribed lies 
l*H?n collected os yet. 1 have prepared this 
Materuent for publication ut the request of 
Mr. Patrick Joyas. the President of the so¬ 
ciety.

At Washington Concludes Its Busi¬ 
ness and Effects an Ad- 
jjurnmin , 


After the Adoption of a Long List of 
Important aud Sensible 
Resolutions.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 


Washington. Feb. 7.—Th* Mississippi 
River Convention reassembled this morning. 
Resolution* of thunk* to the press, the Dis¬ 
trict Commissioner* and others were unani¬ 
mously agreed to. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of 8 t. Louis, Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, presented the 
unanimous report of tuo committee os fol¬ 
io wn:

Besot vd, First—That the Interests for * h!ch 
the convention is authorized to apeak are fitted 
Iri the highest degree for consideration from tho 
IretioDal legislature, to whichi they are in- 
r listed by the Constitution, a* well as the regu- 
latlou of commerce between State* n* the pro¬ 
motion of i he srcneral welfare. The domestic com¬ 
merce affected l* already one-half that of the 
whole I’nited States, more than twelve time* 
creator than the total foreign commerce of tho 
nation And larger than the total foreign com¬ 
merce of the world. Upon this vast commerce 
has been levied, year by yoar. a direct aud 
wasteful tax. enormous in amount, by way of 
iiH*ren:>ed freight*, insurance, demurrage, 
wrecks arid repair* caused hr band-bars, 
snag*, treacherous bank* ami other ©b- 
htarle* to tho safe and easy navign 
tion of th* Mlssinsippl river and it* navigable 
tr ibutaric*. No exercise of tho power of Congress 
nm be more legitimate or more just tiian t:»« re¬ 
lief of that commerce aud of the immense and 
v tried industries which support It from such nced- 
II sv burdens by removing tuose obstacle* of navl- 
jj it ion. To have acquired these great water ways 
i ad vast territory they drain, was a triumph of 
« arly American statesmans hip; to restratu their 
l aienty floods and direct their resistless energies 
1 . the achievement of us latest scieoce. It is tor 
i tat' <-u an .hip to complete that triumph by call- 
1 ng that science permanently to its aid. 

Becond—W© earnestly reaffirm the declaration 
•of the Hirer-Improvement Convention which met 
at St. Louis In October. 1881, that it is manifestly 
the Imperative duty or the Government to cauea 
to be mode such Improvements of the Mississippi 
river and Its navigable tributaries as shall 
permanently secure safe and ea*y navigation 
thereof. Especially is this duty obvious and our 
demand Justified in view of th© dt-nations al¬ 
ready made by Congress In land, amounting to 
nearly 300.000,000 acre:*, and In bonds, issued or 
guaranteed. nearly $100,000,000 or more in aid 
of artificial highways, the property of individ¬ 
uals. aud which even at the lowest rates must 
furnish the most costly form of transportation 
on a large scale, a* compared with the appro¬ 
priations not yet so great as one-tenth in all for

Third—W e uNo emphatically approve thb ap- 

f ointment by Congress of the Mississippi Kiver 
omniiulcn as a first well-cotmidered and e<U- 
i lent atep lowanl prrmanvntly opening the Mis- 
i I stop pi valley to the morkeit. of the world- 
The work of the Commission hns passed out of 
theregiouof experiment, and has fully justified 
the ex]ienditure uindr and plan* adopted for the 
Improvement of the lower river. W’e especially 
approve iheir plan for preserving to the main 
river all its water, all its trtbutorie* and for re¬ 
moving nil obstructions, whether natural or arti¬ 
ficial. which tend to deflect or draw off any por¬ 
tion of the same. W e also declare that the sys¬ 
tem now being so Rucceasfully prosecuted under 
the direction of the Secretary of War for the 
improvement of the Upper Niisdssippi meet* 
w tih general approval iu the Judgment of this 
. convention said improvement* ought to lie con¬ 
tinued under the *am* system, geucral plan and 
Jurisdiction, respectively, as at present. We 
al«o earnestly urge upon Congress that a scien¬ 
tific nod comprehensive system of r.ver Improve¬ 
ment by it competent commission thus Inaugu¬ 
rated as to the Mississippi should be applied 
without delay to the complete and permanent 
improvement of the Missouri, Ohio and other 
navigable rivers, an 1 economy dictates that all 
such work 1>© carried ou by liberal aud regular 
appropriations. 

lourlh—That in the Interest of cheap trans¬ 
portation, and to afford a choice of water routes 
to the seaboard, we regard the connections be- 
tivecu the uppi-r navigable waters of the Mi«ai*- 
wj'pi and tho great lakes os of great Importance, 
and Congress. In making appropriations, ought 
to have regard to the establishment of free water 
rommunicatiou between tho valley of the great 
river of the West and the tide water of the Last, 
in accordance with recommendations heretofore 
mode by the President of the United States m a 
aperlal message on this iiubjcct. 

Fifth—We desire to express our cordial appre¬ 
ciation and ackuowlodgment o t the broad and 
patriotic news expressed and important service* 
rendered to the improvement of the water-ways 
of the West by tho President of the United States 
in hla official ucU ami declaration* from the time 
of his accession to that high office. 

Sixth—We also recognlz-* the wisdom of Con¬ 
gress in the appropriation* heretofore mane for

recommendation or the Senate Select Committee 
ou trio Mississippi Kiver Improvement, that if th© 
work of improvement be worth doing it is worth 
doing well, aud to secure thoroughness, perma¬ 
nency and economy in It* prosecution, a uniform 
system should be adopted and adhered to.

while the latter resolutions pertain to matter* 
clearly embraced within the lawful powers ut the 
1*1' or C i oiduiIm 1 **ii, to bu exereft*ed a i soou 114 
practicable. Y'oiir coiutniiteQ consider must 
ravrj-ably the Miggcvtioii contained Iu lv*th sets 
of nwolutiuna, bui do not deem them appropriate 
mutlcr* for action by the way of general resolu- 
Iioiik preferring la rail special attciitiou to them 
iu tins aiippletncDtoirv report, and not doubling 
lhal the proper officers of the llovornment w ill 
tak< appreipnato step* in relation to the same. 

both report* were adopted by acclamation, 
which rlicitod great applause. 

Eeprcvntatiro ii*»uk, of Tennessee, «d- 
<lr«?sed 'he convention, statiug that while 
ho would vote> for the moit liberal appro- 
prliftious for the Mississippi ho woidd favor 
eiinally liberal appropriations for all it* 
tiibutirif^. They should not, however, 
Hatter thi'mRe'.ve?* that every one thought 
us they did. They would meet aulagomMti*, 
and he would nclvive them to place thuir 
claims up *hi »uch broad grunuds as would 
at oueo do away with wnali local oppo-n- 
tion. 

Hon. YVm. Hatch, of Mi^ouri. >vas called 
upon and made a speech, iu which he salil he 
find always voted for tb»» River and liar lair 
Biff, letting those who put improper appro¬ 
priation* in it take the responsibility for 
them, yet he had never known a river nud 
iinrbor bill to pa-s Congress that was not fair 
and juri. Some member from the Misriieup- 
pi vnlloy, seeing Appropriation of |.Uki t - 
uOO or $4 ( J0,*XHJ in the bill for the improve- 
mant of Block Island or eoine other Atiautio

Hon. Mark Runnel!, of Minnesota, wa* 
the next speaker. He referred with gruuti- 
cation to the unanimity of the convention 
and the fact that the convention was held In 
the East. The people of tho F-ast, be suld, 
too little understood the importance of the 
improvement of these great waterways. 
For twelve years consecutively be had voted 
for the River and Harbor Bill, not merely as 
a western man, but as nn American citizen, 
believing that if the West prospered tbo Ea^l 
would prosper. 

yen. Turner, of Tennessee, made an elo¬ 
quent speech congratulating the convention 
upon its harmony. 

Resolutions to President Stanard, Secre¬ 
tary Wright and his assistants were adopted. 

Ex-Marshal Pitkin, of I/>uisiann, spoke at 
some length, saving that the same patriotic 
motive which underlaid the original pur¬ 
chase of Louisiana, and throwing open tho 
Mississippi valley, was breathed 111 the re*o- 
lution* adopted to-slnv. He declared the 
citadel of power of the nation was In the 
Mississippi. 

Mr. Moorehead. of Lonisinna, as Director 
General of the World's Cotton Exposition, 
to be held in New Orleans next winter, in 
behalf of the Board of Managers, extended 
to the delegates an invitation to hold their 
next seosiou at Now Orleans. 

Tbo convention then adjourned, subject to 
the call of the Executive Committee.

Frankfort, Feb. 7.—In tbo Hmise Mr. 
Rudy offered a joint resolution fixing next 
Tuesday nt 13 o’clock for tbo election of a 
Wanieu for the penitentiary. Mr. Walker 
opposed the passage of the resolution at this 
time. Mr. Rudy and Mr. Meredith spoke in 
favor of the resolution. 

Mr. Btone, Chairman of the Prisons Com¬ 
mittee, explained why the committee had 
not reported a bill which it has had under 
consideration, w hich provides that tho Com¬ 
missioners of the Penitentiary shall have 
power to appoint the Warden. He said in 
this matter ho was acting only for what he 
believed to bo tho good of the State. He had 
no friends to reward nor enemies to punish. 

Mr. Jackson said he was in favor of allow¬ 
ing the Commissioners to appoint the War¬ 
den. The Warden elected four years ago, ho 
had been told, was incompetent. 

A sharp disem-sion sprang up between Rudy 
and Jackson as to whether the Warden 
elected four years ago resigned or was re¬ 
moved. 

Upon Mr. Rudy’s correction, Mr. Jackson 
withdrew his charges. 

The yeas and nays were called on the pas¬ 
sage of tho resolution, and it was defeated by 
a vote of 35 to Rb. 

Mr. Stuart, from the Committee on Inter¬ 
nal Improvements, reported the following 
{ bills: An act to declnro Rock house fork of 
Kentucky river a navigable stream; An act 
to incorporate the Strlugtown and Buck Fork 
Turnpike Company; An act to declare Bend 
creek, in Pike county, a navigable stream; 
An act to declare Big creek, in Pike county, 
a navigable stream. 

On the passage of this last bill Mr. Lillard 
and Mr. Kimball demanded the yeas and 
nays, but withdrew the call. 

One of Col. Joe Read’s bills, being an act 
to incorporate the Central Christian church 
of Louisville, was posted by unanimous con¬ 
sent at the instance of Mr. P.usseil. 

Mr. Burnaoi had unanimous consent to 
call up a bill to establish an additional voting 
place in Richmond precinct No. 1, in Madi¬ 
son county. 

Mr. Owens, from the Judicial*}’ Committee, 
reported adversely an a t to exempt the 
wages of uon-residents from attachment in 
j certain cases aud to authorize garnishee* to 
show such exemption. It weut into the 
orders of tho day. 

The hour of 11:30 a. m. having now ar- 
• rived, and that being tho time »*t apart for 
the election of a Librarian, the beuuto came 
again into the hall of the House. Tho roll- 
| call showed 101 members pre-rent.

Wcnd-ll Phillip*, the Loir Great Orator. 

The ann3uncemcnt of Wendell Phillips’ 
death, which occurred at his residence in 
Boston, Mass., on February 2, 18S4, ho*, no 
doubt, caused pangs of 1 egret to tho hearts 
of tho people throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. In him the public 
rostrum loses one of its most brilliant speak¬ 
ers, w ho, in the finish, pleasing qualities and 
force hf his utterance:*, was simply unsur¬ 
passed. 

Perhaps justly charged with taking a nar¬ 
row and partial viow of many questions 
upon which his eloquent tongue has been 
heard in tue pa*t, nobody questions the mas¬ 
tery of his stylo aud elocution. The Cicero 
of this generation, persons representing 
every peculiarity of political thought will 
sincerely regret that the voice of Wendell 
Phillip* wid bo heard 110 moro in the lyceums 
of our an 1. 

Mr. 1 mllips was a Boston man, born No¬ 
vember ‘39, 1811. He was educated at Har¬ 
vard, where he graduated in the year 1881. 
He studied law at the Cambridge school, and 
was admitted to the bar iu 1SB4, one year 
after his graduation there. Three year* af¬ 
terward* he became known to the public ns a 
prominent agitator in ihe anti-sluvery, tem- 
j>crauoe # and woman Vrights reform*, and 
coutnmed 10 be until bis death one of the 
be'it-known and most popular speakers iu the 
country. During the early *>tugeof the civil 
war be advocated the emancipation of the 
s aves in a wonderfully eloquent manner, 
and after this reform was acc omplished he 
ccntiuucd a member of the Anti-Slavery So¬ 
ciety, which was not dissolved until 1870. 
Mr. Phillips had been its President continu¬ 
ously as the immediate successor of William 
Lloyd GurriftOii. Ho streuiuouriy opposed 
the policy of President Huyes toward the 
Foutuern States. His view* ou fhe Irish and 
other political and social questions are well 
known. 

It was probably n* a lecturer that he was 
be*t known. He bad delivered lectures in 
most of the Northern States, hi* more nota¬ 
ble subject* being “The lx»t Arts” and 
“ToUMAiftt L'Ouvertur©,” and his funeral 
eulogies on Theodore Parker and John 
Brown attracted uuiver-al notice. His 
speeches were never published complete, al¬ 
though several of them have been issued in 
pamphlet form aud have been widely circu¬ 
lated in this country and in England. Par¬ 
tial collections were published in Boston in 
1 -Sf>-f and 18l>9, nud Ins other writings ure 
scattered through numerous periodicals and 
uewapa|)*r*. 

An admirable and touching trait in Mr. 
Philips’ character hn9 beeu bis devotion to 
hi* invalid wife, who has long been confined 
to her l«td by a nervous complaint. 

In 1882 the old and historic bouse In Es¬ 
sex street. Boston, in which Mr. RhilJips re¬ 
sided for many years, wa* removed to make 
way fur the extension of Harrison avenue. 
Mr. Phillip* took up hi* residence in It late 
in the y*»r 1811 and continued to occupy it 
until May 111, 18N2. It was in that house 
John Brown vuite ! Mr. Phillips and deliv¬ 
ered lut* his care Id* fugitive slavos. The 
old house whs carried off piecemeal by relic- 
huntere, the ohoiet**t mementoes b.’lng some 
tiny squares of wood from the old-fasbioued 
door easing*, which Mr. Phillip* inscribed 
v. ith i.i« autograph and gave to his intimate 
friend.;. 8mce the destruction of bi» old 
home Mr. Phillips and bis w ife lived in Co n- 
mon street, in the vicinity of the Holiis- 
street church, near the scene of the famous 
gatberiag of anti-slavory men, ia which he

THE REAGAN BILL 

Ihe Chairman of the Committee a\ • Com¬ 
merce Givre Him Reasons for Hn*it- 
ing Oral Argument, 


THE AIM OF THE BILL DEFINED. 


f7*o the Editor of the Courier-Journal.) 

Washington, Jan. fil.—La*t ni^l t I 
wrote you for tho purpose of correcting seme 
errors in an editorial in the Couhier-JoI R- 
NALof 27tb Inst. By this evening’s mall I 
received the Courier-Journal of the 26m \, 
containing statements calculated to gross! v 
mislead tho public iu relation to the subject:* 
treated in them. Will you pardon me for 
again asking to occupy a place in your col¬ 
umn* to give some fact* in relation to these 
misstatements t 

in an editorial in the Courier-Journal 
• >t the «8th mst., beaded “Congress aud tho 
Railroads,” a brief statement is made con¬ 
cerning several bills which have beeu intro¬ 
duced in the House ou that subject. Tho ed¬ 
itorial proceed*: 

“in view of all these bill*, seeing how 
important is the legislation proposed, and 
how *enous are the question* involved, 
it seems strange that only three days me 
given to the opponents of these measures by 
tho Committee on Commerce. These three 
days were consumed by the Trunk-Hues, and 
the Southern road* have been, to oil iu tents 
and purposes, shut out,” etc. 

And further ou it is said: 

‘‘The LouUvlIle and Nashville railroad, 
with a system extending tnrough several 
Statjps, the Hunt Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, the Richmond and Dan¬ 
ville, and tuo Huotington roads from Louis¬ 
ville to Memphis, have all a vital interest in 
such legislation, and they ate a* worthy of 
consideration as Uie Eastern lines. Thoy 
ask to be heard before the committee, and 
the request is so reasonable that it cau not 
well be refused,” etc. 

In tbo Forty-third Congress, about 1S74, 
after an exhaustive debate in tue H«iuso, a 
bill to regulate railroad Iran* porta tion, 
which was reported by Judge McCreary, of 
Iowa, wa* passed by the House. In the 
Forty-fourth Congress, in the sessi -u of 
1875-’7C, tbo Hon. Mr. Hopkins, of Penn¬ 
sylvania, introduce! another bill to regulate 
railroad transportation, which caused tho 
taking of a greao deal of testimony, but tlio 
action of tLo committee was never reported 
to tho House, and the testimony so taken 
wa* not primed, but it was supposed to bo 
stoltu by those whose intorest it was to get 
it out of the way. In the Forty-fifth 
Congress I reintroduced the bill in¬ 
troduced by Mr. Hopklus, In th© Forty- 
fourth Congress other bill* on this subject 
were introduced during tnat Congress. 
After an exhaustive ducut*lon by repre¬ 
sentatives of tue railroad*, representatives 
of commercial, agricultural and manufac¬ 
turing interests, and al^o by members of tbo 
committee and of tue House. »a bill, substan¬ 
tially the one now called tbo Reagan bill, 
was passed through the House by a majority 
of Ho votes, but w as not acted t>n in tbe 8en- 
ate for want of time, iu th« Forty-sixth 
Congress 1 reintroduced this bill, and an 
elaborate discussion wa* had before the Com¬ 
mittee on Commerce by representatives of 
railroads, aud by representative* of oppos¬ 
ing interests. Tho dt*cu»Mon w os so pro¬ 
longed that when tho uteofcure was finally 
reported to the Hou*o it was too late to ob¬ 
tain action upon it. In the Font}’-seventh 
Congress 1 again introduced this Util, and it 
underwent exhaustive discussion l>efore tbo 
Committee on Commerce, by Hon. Wavne 
MacVeigb, late Attorney General; Judge 
Darwin Hughes, of Michigan; Goth E. r. 
Alexander, Vice President of the Lauisviile 
and Nashville railroad: Emory E. .8torrs, 
of Chicago; R. D. Barclay, of Pennsylvania; 
Geo. B. Blanchard, of the Erie railroad; 
Albert Fink, tbo present Pool Commit!ioner 
of tbe trunk railroads; Chauncey De.Pew, 
attorney for tbe New York Central rail! oad, 
any Gov. John C. Brown, representative of 
the Go'ild combination of th«* Southwest era 
railroads; all tbe^e iu behalf of the railroads. 
The representative* of the people, the a\’rl- 
culiurul, commercial and manufacturing in¬ 
terest* before that committee w ere Cbas. 8. 
Smith, ot New York; Joniah J. White, M 
Brooklyn; F. B. Tharber, of the Now York 
Chamber of Commerce; W. J. Wayne ami 
Mr. Shepherd, representative* of The No*- 
tional Grange, and Jubu H. Reagan. Thii 
discussion wa* reported, revised and printed 
in a considorablo volume, and it was upon 
bill* substantially tbo same as those 
now before tbe committee. 'ihe rail¬ 
road side of the question was represented by 
a number of the ablest lawyers and 
railroad experts in th> United States, as 
w*iil bo understood by tbe public when their 
name* are read. The volume containing 
these argument* is now under tbo coutrol of 
the Committee on Commerce, in *ufflcieut 
numbers to furnish every member of tbo 
House of Representatives with a copy. 

This session we have had six days’ discus¬ 
sion, by Mr. Green, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad; by Mr. Cfiauneey DePow, of tho 
New York Central railroad; by Mr. Blanch¬ 
ard. of tbe Erie railroad; by Mr. Fink, the 
Pool Commissioner; by Mr. BDhop, of Con¬ 
necticut; by Gov. Jobu C. Brown, repre¬ 
senting the Gould combination of South¬ 
western railroads, aud ny Mr. Chilton, of 
New York; Mr. Sterne, of New York; Mr. 
White, of Brooklyn, aud Mr. Shepherd, a 
farmer, in favor of legl-Ution on 
the subject of railroads. This discus¬ 
sion is being revised and printed, so 
that wo will have two volumes of 
exhaustive debate on tbo subject before the 
committee as to whether Congr©"* will re¬ 
port a bill, and, if so, what kiud of a bill 
they will report. 

Ia addition to this, there is accessible to 
the committee and members of Congress 
exhaustive nod thorough discussion* of the 
various subjects connected with tho railroad 
problem, by books upon American and 
European railway systems, aud by reports 
of railroad commissions of various 8tat.es. 
From this it will U» seen by all that the 
committee aud member* of Congress are 
now enabled to avail themselves of all the 
information which i» dc-irablo from theo¬ 
retical and practical discussions of this sub¬ 
ject by tho best miuds of this country and 
of Europo. 

I make this statement to show that when 
it is said that the committee is proceeding 
with undue haste, the statement is made 
without proper knowledge of the fact* of 
the caso. 

For the last six years, wlrat is called the 
Reagan Bdl has been exhaustively discussed 
by the ureas of tbe county and iu legislative 
assemblies, and ha* been approved by Legis¬ 
latures of several State*. It has been dw- 
cussed by the National Board of Trade, a 
majority of which, at several of it* annual 
meeting*, have favored the passage of this 
bill. It has bean discussed by Boards of 
Trade and Chambers of Commerce in vari¬ 
ous parts of the country, and approved by 
them. It has been discussed and approved 
by the Grain Receivers* Association, *t 
Chicago, and by the Millers’ Association, of 
Cincinnati; and it* pa.--aze into a law ha* 
been asked for by undoubtedly a greater num¬ 
ber of petitions than have come to Congress 
in favor of any other measure in the history 
of tbo Government. It was tho policy of 
the railroad* iti the Forty-sixth and Forty- 
seventh Congresses to protract discussion 
ou thift question in the commltt©, until so lute 
a period that the bill could not. b* passed m 
the House, and it is undoubtedly their object 
now to defeat act lou on the subject in th© 
present Congress, by protracting dclutte to 
so late a period ns to render it impossible to 
pass the bill. To preveut this, the Com¬ 
mittee, soiuu time ago, gave notice through 
the Associated Fre^s dispatches, and by let¬ 
ters, that they would allow threo day* dis¬ 
cussion to representative** of railroad*, and a 
like period to th««se who favor legislation on 
this subject, and tlraltimo would not be ex¬ 
tended except by unanimous consent of the 
Committee. And we did allow them three 
days of about eight Ijours each. The rail¬ 
road companies of Louisville, us well as else¬ 
where, knew of this fact, and neglected to 
avail themselves of the opportunity of being 
present and participating ia tho 
discussion. But Gov. Brown was 
prevent as the representative of tne South¬ 
western roads, and participated in the dis¬ 
cussion. And they were a so notified Hint 
the Committee would receive aud consider 
any written or printed argument* which 
might bo sunt to thorn in a reasonable time 
by anv and all railroad companies. It ri 
right to say that those representatives of 
railroad* who were present m n large meas¬ 
ure simply re-read tho former arguments 
made by them before the Committee. 

In th© editorial referred to, ills snid in sub¬ 
stance that the railroad men who are tbe 
most largely interested in this question were 
•ubutanuaiiy dcuiol a bearing. Let ui tee 


whe her they are the most interested parties 
in t»D Question. The wboleot the railroads, 
about 115,000 mile*, represent, including 
watered stock and fictitious capital, a little 
over ♦B.iXiU.OCKJ.OOO. Fairly camtallzed. to¬ 
day, »t would not exceed *3,000,- 
000,000, or *3,500,000,000 in value. There 
were in the United States j n *880 4,008,907 
farms, of 5,030,081.813 acre*. These 
farms, farming implement, live stock, cost 
of buildings and repairing, fences and cost 
of fertilizers, value of farm production* sold 
or consumed, amount to *14,324,693.335. 
There were at th© same time in the United 
States fi.“»3,852 manufacturing e^tablDb- 
ments, with capital stock, amount of wage* 
paid during tbe year, value of material and 
value of product* amounting to *13,504,- 
639,141. aggregating *30,833,431,476. In 
this aggregate, tho vast product* of tbo 
mines, the forests, the fisheries, our shipping, 
telegraph, express and banking interest* and 
other* will sw'oll that aggre.rale by several 
billions of dollars’worth. Beside* this it is 
estimated that the internal commerce of the 
United StaU-s amounts to about *30.000,- 
000,000 a yeAr. Why was it assumed that tb© 
railroad* are more interested in the question of 
•transportation thau fifty odd millions of 
American people, the owner* of all th© 
b illious* w'orth above referred to? Let us 
.*>•♦», therefore, whnt interest the owners of 
til > twenty-six billions of dollars’ worth of 
tbf vast product* of the riel.1. tho farm, tho 
orchard, th© mines, the manufactories, etc., 
of the United States hare that are carried by 
railroads. The highest interest th© railroads 
coul i probably have iu these would not 
exet* >d two or three pur cent. The other 
97 or 98 per cent, of the value of nil those 
article* of tran*i>ortalioti over railroads 
beion|*H to other people tbun tho railroad*, 
whos« interest iu this question lwars th© 
proportion to th© interest of tho milroeCds 
that 97 bear* to two or three per cent. 

Tho w riter of the editorial doe* not ap¬ 
pear to \ uive been distreK-ed because iff any 
failure .of the jmople to be heard, with 
all theil immoii-o interest* In this ques¬ 
tion, mil it die* not *eem to con¬ 
cern you that though tbe railroads can 
tax the |> 4 ople to raise any amount of money 
to pay abk’ lawyers and rnilroud export* and 
liihnyiata tt» represent them before the com* 
iniite© and in CongreM. the people have none 
but therua'dve* to lax this purpose, and 
have not own the machinery to do that. 

Go out aui jng th© meivnant* i.a the citv of 
Louisville aftd inquire of them whether tney 
are satisfied with tiie justice as d«»n© by the 
transportatian companies, by allowing to 
each full and equal rates, aud It would no 
doubt be found that nearly every merchant 
and shipper } ou may encounter will tell 
you that the* know , or 6usj>ect, that somo 
other person In tb© same business is getting 
tho advantage .ff them by cut ruU»*, rebaUu, 
or some other mean* of di-crimination; 
and you wifi alto find that there are others 
interested in tab great problem besides rail¬ 
road ui**n. 

Your valuabla journal has a very exten¬ 
sive circulation, and has wielded, and will 
w ield, a great itdluouce for go id or for evil. 
The editorial re{.*rred to is liiinL-ading and 
unjust to tbe grefit masses of the American 
people, and I do t ot doubt that you will con¬ 
sent to let them hsar *hat appear* m this ar¬ 
ticle ou the other *de of this question.

Bachs to consent that the npi«?al might be 
immediately docketed, and lading to vecure 
bis consent,' applied to Mr. Gi\j*on to allow a 
similar decision to be rendered in his case, so 
that it might be taken up at once, and the 
jiluin inference from your n.'ported inter¬ 
view with Mr. Gibson is that \ deceived aud 
misled him into igiving his consent.. Your 
article closes witn the statement 
that “it is said that Mr. Helm 
has in hi* pocket n copy of too now bill 
which it is propused to offer the Legislature 
iu case the Court of Appeals is a|;aiu»t him.” 

Takiug up the first statement, just quoted, 
I desire to say that it has not tie slightest 
foundation in truth; nor have 1 now’, nor 
liavo ever had, tue Hiighboa thought of pre¬ 
paring or advocating any bill tbo object of 
which win to defeat or avoid tue effects of 
Judge Simrail s opinion, or to amend in any 
way the Auditor 1 * Agents Acts or any of 
tthern. Tho fuel* ure sun ply these: At tbe 
lime the case referred to wa* argued there 
w ere several others involving the sumo ques¬ 
tion* pending iu tho same court (in non© of 
which, however, was I of counsel except the 
one then under discussion). Judge Simrall, 
in view of that fact and the publio impor¬ 
tance of the question* Involved, exumdedan 
invocation to all interested to participate in 
the di-vcusuon, and under that invitation 
Jud|’e Grubbs, who wras lutereeled ou the 
rams side witu Mr. Gibson in tuo Henry 
case, put in a brief. 

At&>r the decision, I met Judge Grubbs on 
the sOLreet and he suggested to mo Che pro¬ 
priety of taking the ca>© up at once by con¬ 
sent. X assented to the proposition, and he 
afterwards called on Mr. Bachs, who <lid not 
agree tt'the proposition. It was then deter¬ 
mined th request tbe Vice-Chancellor to rule 
ou the damurrer in th© Henry case nn«ll take 
that up al once. Mr. Gib*ou agreed to the 
proposition without hesitation, a* tho effect 
would be, if the judgmentshould be affirmed, 
to rcinoM*, without delay, a cloud upon his 
client’s till©: whereas, if the appeal s nrald 
not be dorkuted until tho September term, 
tho cloud Uiust remain upon the title a year 
or more, it4>twithstanding th© Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor’s opinion. But before Mr. Gibson’s case 
w as taken q p Mr. Bachs was given th© op 
portuuity tc* Lake up bis case, and declined 
to do ho. M r. Bruce, who represented Me- 
guinr iu tho Henry case, agreed loth©propo¬ 
sition bucaon© ho had other case* th© pio- 
pa:ntu>nof which could bo better accom¬ 
plished alter an authoritative decision upon 
tne questions involved. 

I wholly fall, however, to seo the wrong 
in asking a speedy decision, if the 
only object, had freen to secure, it necessary, 
additional legislation. Judge Simrall had 
recommended it in hU opinion, and your 
p;u)©r of tue day k«foie bad copied that‘part 
of \he opinion anB e»titorii\lly indorsed it. 
With th© litfht of ti e Vico Chancellor’s opin¬ 
ion, and that of the Court eff Appeal* before 
them, it is not to bo ,oresumed that our legis¬ 
lator* would noL have profited by tho sug¬ 
gestion* therein contained, and least or ttll is 
it to b© presumed tins’ they could !•© induced 
to reuoat or continue ,'egislatiou which had 
been condemned by ibu highest judicial au¬ 
thority in the State.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS- 


[Snecial to th* Courier Journal \ 
Wabiikotok, Feb. 7. —Very little was 
done during tho morning hour in the Senate. 
Mr. Call introduced a resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Rola- 
tionf, requesting the President not to allow 
the extradition of Signor Carlos Aguero, a 
Cuban patriot, now imprisoned at Key 
West, Fla. 

Mr. Gibson introduced a bill to amend the 
act relating to the appointment of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River Commission. 

Mr. Beck introduced a resolution directing 
the Civil-Service Commission to inquire as to 
the removal of John Dudley, a colored ser¬ 
vant of the Senate, and to report what 
change is necessary in the rule* to prevent 
the dismissal of competent employee. 
Mr. Beck explained that Dudley 
was an old soldier and a faithful, competent 
employe, aud that ho had been dismissed 
without cause, and he (Mr. Beck) was confi¬ 
dent that Dudley would have tho sympathy 
of the Senate when the facts were kuown. 

Tho resolution went over under tho rules. 
Beck wiil call it up to morrow, when it is 
expected the gonoral conduct of Hergeant-at- 
Arms Canaday in regard to appointments 
will be reviewed. 

About half-past 12 Senator Morrill asked 
the bill for the construction of a Congres¬ 
sional library bo taken up and disposod of 
during the morning. As tho bill appro¬ 
priates upward of $1,000,000 for the pur- 
chose of a silo and the commencement of the 
work, 

A number of Senators naturally objected 
to such hasty legislation. Mr. Ingalls de¬ 
scribed the Vermont Senator’s request as near 
the frontier of hardihood. Ho said he v- as 
opposed to tho wholo scheme and system of 
the bill, and while the matter was of great 
importance and ought to be considered* the 
Kansas Senator protested against the injus¬ 
tice of limiting the discussion of it between 
that time and 2 o'clock. 

Mr. Beck was also warm in his opposition 
to rushing the measure, and stated that he 
was opposed to the location named in the 
bill, north of tho capitol. 

Mr Harris undertook to predict that the 
bill would take two weeks instead of au hour 
aud a half to dispose of it. 

Mr. Cockrell also protested against any at¬ 
tempt to railroad the bill through. 

Alter further talk of this kind, it was 
agreed to let tho bill bo taken so that Mr. 
Morrill could deliver a set speech in support 
ot the measure. Ho estimate I the cost of 
the proposed building at about $3.5(X),000, 
aud said it would accommodate 3d.000,000 
volumes. The bill was niaden special order 
for next Tuesday. 

There was about three hours* talk 
on the Mexican Land Claims Bill 
in tho Senate ogam to-day. Not 
a single new point was brought 
out in the discussion. A number of amend¬ 
ments wore rejected, and tho disposition 
seemed to bo to pass tbo trill *u latent tally as 
it came from the committee. 

Mr. Conger has a substitute pending, to 
which Mr. Bowen has moved an amendment, 
also in the nature of a substitute. 

Mr. Bowen has the floor whuu the question 
comes up to morrow. He says the closing 
hours of the <iiscu**iof may turn the current 
of sentiment in favor of the opposition.

/f iOrOSED LEGISLATION. 

BENATiyK MORGAN ! fil'.HT B HILL—A PILL 
PIMifS.tSl.No AN AMENDMENT TO THE MIS¬ 
SISSIPPI IIIVEH COMMISSION ACT. 
Washington, Feb. 7.—The bill intro¬ 
duce m tho .Senate to-day by Senator Mor¬ 
gan* to provide for the settlement of tho 
rights of States and corporations and per 
sots interested in any land grant made in 
aid of any railroad or canal which shall bo 
declared forfeited by the acts of Congre.-*s, 
provides that the Circuit Court of tho United 
Elates shall have jurisdiction over all ques 
tions arising out of such declaration of for¬ 
feiture. and shall have jurisdiction to deter¬ 
mine whether any such declaration of for¬ 
feiture bu-. been .-■>> m«-l>* :i- :<• ;ibr.-lirn 
pair or destroy the constitutional rights of 
nnv State or corporation or person having 
rights, easaimmt* or privileges under the act 
of Congrew making such grants. 

Senator Conger roported favorably to-day 
from the Committee on Commerce the bill 
introduced by Senator Ri.idlcborger to 
bring tbo port of Newport News under the 
operation of the law providing for the im¬ 
mediate transportation to certain specified 
ports dutiable good* upon their arrival at 
any port of entry. 

A bill was introduced iu tho Senate to-dav 
by Senator Gibson to amend the art which 
created the Mississippi River Commission. 
It provides for the extension of the work of 
tho < 'ominiMUon to all the navigable tribu¬ 
taries of the Mississippi river, for tne in¬ 
crease of the membership of the Commis¬ 
sion from seven to nine additional mem¬ 
bers. to b« selected from the engineer 
corps of the army, and to increase 
the compensation of the civilian members of 
the commission from &J.U00 to $ 1.500 p©r 
annum, it also provide* that the commis¬ 
sion shall report to the Chief of Engineers 
and Secretary of War instead of directly to 
the Secretarv of War, aud shall report upon 
the channel, dikes and training-wall system 
as well as upon the outlet, jetty and* levee 
systems. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce to¬ 
day authorized Senator Frye to report to tho 
Senate fur passage a new bill foi the relief 
of American shipping. This measure has 
been prepared by the committee from the 
various bilU heretofore referred to it on tbo 
same general subject, and will be offered os 
a substitute for them. 


STRORAt B'S SCHEME. 

■OW A DEFEATED candidate for congress 
RAISED FUNDS TO CONDUCT 1116 CAM¬ 
PAIGN. 

Washington, Feb. 7.—E. B. Wiegand. 
Examiner of tbo Department of Justice, in 
his testimony to-day boforo the House Com¬ 
mittee on Expenditures of the Department 
of Justice, disclosed a novel method of se¬ 
curing funds to conduct Congressional cam¬ 
paigns. The aspirant was Paul Strobach, 
whom the Senate failed to confirm for Mar¬ 
shal of Alabama. While Turner was 
United States Marshal for that State the 
witness said Strobach asked to be appointed 


a Deputy Mamba). explaining that he was 
anxious to mako the canvass for Congress, 
lie secured tho appointment, named a num¬ 
ber of assistants aud went through 
the distrust making arrests that fees might 
be obtained to defray the expeuscs of tho 
campaign. Strobach was defeated, came to 
Washington aud contested the seat. The 
examiner said that many poor men were ar¬ 
rested in Alabama by Deputies on the charge 
of chopping wood on public lands. These 
men were often compelled to sell their smnll 
possession* to pay the costs of trial, were 
taken in some instances more than 100 mllee, 
and forced to go on foot, and were thou 
discharged ancl allowed to return home as 
best they could. Borne of the arrested men 
died for * ant of food and from exposure 
while walking to their homes. Their fami¬ 
lies also suffered, having disposed of their 
means for acquiring sustenance to pay the 
costs of the trials of the arrested parties. 

Instances were cited when the Examiner, 
investigating tbo offices of Government offi¬ 
cials, wa* threatened. N. A. Wilson, now 
Receiver of Public Money, had at one time 
attempted to shoot him. In Covington 
county, Alabama, the witness said then* was 
scarcely a man who had not been arrested, 
and he could not recall a single case whore 
the prisoner had been convicted.

Wall Street Experiences Another 
Day of a Drifting Stock 
Market, 


In Which Mr. Gould'9 Hand Persist¬ 
ently Refuses to Be Seen at 
Any Point 


In Consequence, the Biars Get in Sev¬ 
eral Successful Drives Along 
the List 


Is the Wheat Deal Over, or Has It Just 
Begun at Chicago?

New York, Feb. 7.—The stock market to¬ 
day was again dull And depressed: damaging 
reports of floods in the West encouraged the 
room traders to sell tbe stocks. Mr. Gould*• 
bond was not *cen in tbo market, and vari¬ 
ous reasons wore assigned for his lack of 
interest in dealings. It was*aid that he bad 
discovered some of his friends selling largo 
blocks of Western Union, tbo Vandorbilts 
following, dihposiug of Lake Shore and a 
good selling of St. Paul, all of which 
had disgusted him. It is more probable 
that be was waiting for tbe action of the 
Trunk-line Presidents. Some obstacle bos evi¬ 
dently been in his way. and it is now be¬ 
lieved that he was afraid Mr. Garrett would 
assume an attitude which would threaten the 
harmonious relatioun of the Trunk-line pool. 

From a purely speculative view, Mr. Gar¬ 
rett was undoubtedly master of tbo situa¬ 
tion. If he chose to dissolve the relations 
of the B. and O. with the pool, a war 
of rates would have ensued which 

would havo made a bull market impossible. 
Such a war would not have hurt the B. 
and O. badly, but it would havo boon 
very damaging to Gould, which, in the 
opinion of the street, could not have been 
unsatisfactory to Garrett. This rather 

small view of the probable action of a 
rich and powerful railroad company 

caused a feeling of uneasiness 
all day, and tbe news from 

Commissioner Fink's office up to the hour of 
3 o'clock rather encouraged the idea that 
Garrett would strike at Gould by breaking 
the Trunk lino pool. That the latter did uot 
intend to be caught napping was evidenced 
by the fact that Gould left tho street to itself 
aud spent the day with the railway magnates 
and Commissioner Fink. Gould is a member 
of the Executive Committee, aud he took 
an active part in the proceedings. He is 
seldom present at the meetings, but as usual 
beTnade a number of business-like sugges¬ 
tions, which mot with the approval of all the 
members. The result of the meeting was the 
continuation of stipulated rates, iu w hich the 
several presidents become i*ersoually respon¬ 
sible. Hereafter cutting of rates can not be 
charged to some zealous minor officers, 
but Commissioner Fmk is to hold the 
highest executive officer of each road to ac¬ 
count. This conclusion ought to settle the 
trunk-line question, for the time at least, as 
far as the stock market is concerned. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s latest bull interview had 
little effect ou the market, none at all in the 
direction of bulling the market. The gener¬ 
al expression was that he appeared in print 
only when ho was angry or had stocks to 
sell, and Ins owl-lute observation on tho 
worth of New York Central stock and the 
duration ot the Government are laughed at. 

Tbe market was entirely in the hands of a 
few brokers, and the fluctuations of the gen¬ 
eral list were confined to narrow limits. 1 bo 
only strong stocks were the coal shares, 
which wore put up only to fall again before 
tho closo. There is uudoubedlv a very 
strong feeling in all the-*e stocks, especially 
Lackawanna and Reading, and there was 
buying by people who will hold for much 
higbor figures. 

It Is ogam reported that the Pennsylvania 
railroad has been making overtures for tbo 
control of the Ix-high Valley, and it is sup¬ 
posed that obstacles which recently existed 
have been removed by Judge Packer's 
death. It h» positively stated that 
tho Pennsylvania wants to acquire tbo 
property, and it is thought that a 
fixed Income would pl©A«o the conservative 
holders* of Lehigh-vnlley stock. Undoubtedly 
the latter would make a good borgaiu now, 
as thoro is a good deal of ernzo about the 
value, or prospective value, of anthracite 
coal properties. The largo buyer* of tbrm 
to-day were Work, Strong & Co., and ('al¬ 
ii* & Levy. During tho afternoon 
a savage drive was inado 8t Cen¬ 
tral Pacific, and the price wo* 
forced dow n 2 per cent, by guerrilla room 
traders, who accompliKhod their purpose by 
heavy sales; supporting orders came, but 
the stock remained very weak until the close. 
A leas successful drive w a* made at Lake 
Shore. It. was knocked off to par, but tho 
Vanderbilts pegged at that figure. Thoro 
w ere several Q00-«har* orders, which were 
not filled, thougu ft was said that t<nmll lots 
woro sold on the street, after 3 o'clock, at 
par. 

Tho price of cxcLmngo rose to tho ship¬ 
ping penn', an l it is pretty generally b«*- 
Iieved that son-.© leading bo«Ys vnli shortly 
export 4,000.000 or 5,000,000 at a loss, for 
the purpose of influencing the market. Tho 
decline of tho past two days has had influ¬ 
ence *m the room-traders, most of whom 
have turned bear*, but at :t sign of a batter 
market they will all join Gould’s caravan, 
which ought to begin to move bsforo th© 
week is out. To-day’s net rasult was a frac¬ 
tional decline in oil the active stocks except 
C., B. and Q., Reading and Delaware and 
Hudson. 


AT CHICAGO. 

THE WHEAT MARKETS OPENED WITH THE 
SHORTS IN A PANIC. 

[Swciaf to the Courier-Journal.] 

Chicago, Feb. 7.—Is the wheat deal over, 
or has it only begun# Privilege* to-night 
are about an equal distance from the mar¬ 
ket. This is • pract ical way that tho alley 
traders have of abowiug that they are very 
much mixed up over the situation, and very 
much In doubt concerning tbe prospects. 
The wheat market land it led all 
tho others) opened this morning with 
the shorts in a panic, the countrymen, or 
such of tltem as were trailing, buying, but 
tbe big traders were selling. One cominis 
sion man who had left word at hu office for 
a wholesale calling of margins from those 
who were -.hori in wheal on his books, upon 
reaching the pit and observing the situation, 
sent a me-sago post baste to his office coun¬ 
termanding the call. 

"Tbe market will break," ho said. "Let 
the shorts aloue." 

For a long time wheat refused to break. 
The May option advanced further than it did 
yesterday, and touchy $1 01%. At the 
very top the country tailors were more 
anxious than ever to get in. but they found 
no trouble, neither did the shorts, 
in recovering. The price of whoat 
began to slide down. From 101% it got 
down to 100%, then it went back again to 
101, but before tbe close tho situation for the 
day became plainer. The nervous shorts, by 
paying a big prlco, had got their property 
back. Tho countrymen aud other outsiders 
got what they wanted too. There was still 
plenty for sale. 

The excitement subsided and tbe figures 
declined. Both Jones and Ream wer*large 
sellers. Jones sold himself, and brokers 
gave up the name of th© concern, Eldridg© 
& Co. This made those who believed that 
th© bulge was altogether of this pair’s en¬ 
gineering bearish. A great deal of selling 
toward 1 o’clock did take place, and the 
May option got as low ns 100%. On the 
call, however, tbore was no heavy selling, 
and Jones was apparently anxious to buy. 
May advanced from 100% to 100%, 
and closed there with plenty of bidders. On 


the alley it went Inter at 100%. Wheat was 
all da)', or at any rate during tbe time of the 
most active trading, altogether under specu¬ 
lative influence. It went up because there 
was general alarm among tbo phorts, 
not because thsre was announced a 
big decrease in tho visible supply. 
When the break came, prices went 
down because the shorts were filled up and 
there was more for sole than outsiders 
wanted, not because the wcathor over the 
winter-wheat district was reported os mod¬ 
erating. 

Ho far as the influences other than those 
just about tho trading-pit are concerned, 
they woro confiietiug. F r or instance, 
word came from New York that there 
was a decrease of 1,150,000 bushels in 
the visible supply of wheat, but on tbe other 
baud, the private and public cables all told 
of a weak market on the other side. The 
ffood was certainly very bad in the Ohio val¬ 
ley, but tho mercury at Kansas City was 
creeping up. There was little choice, so far 
as these things woro concerned, between the 
bull aud tbo bear *ide. 

May corn sold up to-dav to 00c, but th© 
recotpts were 437 can*, of which 158 were 
grnded. 

"The receipts,” say the com bulls, "are 
•o largo because there is practically no corn 
being cribbed in the country. Tho fanners 
are uncertain about the keeping quality «>f 
tbeir groin, nud are sending it forward. 
Money is 4b; percent, here in Chicago, and 
the country deposit* increasing rnther than 
decreasing at tbe city banks because of this 
failure to crib corn and th© failure in the 
hog crop. * ’ • 

Corn, early in the day. was under the in¬ 
fluence of w : heat and advanced. Then the 
receipts were posted, and it was found that 
they were very large. Cora became weak, 
not only in iteelf. but helped along tbo feeling 
about the wheat pit, which by this time 
had become a little bearish too.

Loavu was asked by tbe 
attorneys for tbe defendant to consult, and 
they repaired to the jury-rooru, but soon 
returned, and after a call of tbe witnesses 
for tbe prosecution tbe Commonwealth an¬ 
nounced itself ro-ady. Some material wit¬ 
nesses for the defense were absent, and tbe 
case was by the agreement of opposiug coun¬ 
sel. sanctioned by thu Judge, postponed until 
Tuesday next.

CITY ORDINANCES . 

AN ORDINANCE 

To organ!xe a Police Force In the City of Loui®- 
ville. 

See. L Be it ordainat by the General Council 
of the City of Ijfuuvdlt: That. In accordance 
with the provision of the 1 bai ter of said city, a 
police force ehall be elected and organized by the 
Board ot Police Commissioners, to cone>i*l oi otu* 
Chief, live First Lieutenants, one of whom uhnll 
bo aaoigtUKl to duty a* axaistant to the Chief w ith 
l revet runk of Capiatn. right Second Lieuten¬ 
ant®, and one hundred and ninety tJDOt ixdtce 
mm. of whuin not more than twelve * i2i shall 
be mounted, and twt-lvo(12i shall be supoinu 
nunfbr.v policemen, who snail bv placed ow duty 
only during the abbeuc® or sickness of any of 
the regular policemen, unle** ordered on duty by 
the Mayor, ana shall receive pav ouiy for time iu 
which actual service Is rendered. 

Said »uj»eruum«rary policemen shall be desig¬ 
nated a® such at the limn of election. And. in 
addition to this force, such private policemen as 
may be appointed. In accordance with an ordi¬ 
nance approved August 23, 1873. to provide for 
the appointment ot private policemen. They 
ahull possets all the qualifications of the city 
police, and take the same oath, and serve with¬ 
out pay from tho city. 

They shall wear a shield on the left breast, with 
the words •'Private” Police lettered thereon, 
and a designated number from the office of the 
Chief of Police. 

btc. 2. The Mayor and Chief of Police shall 
have the power to detail from policemen, to be 
approved uy a majority of the Conmiusioner*. 
five p«.r&ons to act as detectives—one of whom, at 
tlie discretion of the Mayor, may be detailed to 
act as Chief of l (electives—and these officers shall 
not be required to wear any uniform or badge of 
office at ail. 

Sec. 3. The police force shall be uniformed as 
follows: 

The Chief of Police shall wear a uniform like 
that of n Colour! iu Hie regular army of the 
United States, a metal shield of gold or gilt, 
with the words "Chief <>f Police" engraved 
thereon, which shield he shall wear ou the left 
land oi bli» tu *ut. 

The Lieutenant assigned to duty as assistant 
to the Chief and breveted a* Captain, shall wear 
tho same uniform a* the Chief of Police—with 
the exception of shoulder Htrap—which shall be 
those prescribed iu the regulation* of tbe United 
States Anuy for Cnpuins—on left lapel of coat 
shall wear a gilt or gold shield witu Lhe words 
•'Police Captain" engraved thereon. 

The other First and second Lieutenant* shall 
wear tlm same uniform aa the Chief and Captain, 
w Ith shoulder strap same as those prescribed for 
hirst and Hecoml Lieutenants lu the L’ulted 
.states Army, with a star surrounded by a circle, 

. n the left lapel of his cunt with words "Police, 
First or Socond Lieu tenant,” engraved thereon, 
according to the rank. 

Policemen shall wear from about the first day 
of June until the fir,t day of October it® encu 
year—the precise tune to be fixed by order of the 
Chief uf Police—the ioliowiug dres*. to-wil: 

A blue flanuwl or yacht clotn sac* coal and 
pant* ami vest of the same material, the coat of 
tn» patrolman to be a siugle-nreasted sack with 
short turu-over collar, to button clo*e up to the 
chin, with five buttons on the front, no pocket® 
to show on Lhe outside. Vest single-breasted, 
with six *ti) bullous placed at equal distance; 
and the paiitaloous to fie made as winter panta¬ 
loons; ami fiat or cap to be preHCribed by the 
Mayor aud Chief of Police; aud upau which *hsli 
be worn a metallic wreutn encircling the num- 
fier a»»tgiii*u to each policeman by the Chief; 
and shall wear fielt and batou when ordered by 
the Chief; and nliali wear a white shirt collar 
aud n black necktie. Lach policeman, except¬ 
ing th©t fiief of Police, Lieiiteuttiit* aud Detect¬ 
ives, shall wear a star within a circle upon the 
left lnj»el of his coat with the words "Police” 
und tlie designated numner engraved thereon. 
Aud from about the first day of October lu each 
year—precise time to be fixed by order of tbe 
Chief of Police—they shall wear a navy-blue 
< loth coat, single-breasted. Dine button* on the 
breast, two bullous ou the hips, two button® on 
the bottom of each pocket and three small but¬ 
ton® on the under Heain of the cuffs: pouts to tie 
made of Hie same material a* the coat; white 
shirt collar uud black necktie. They shall also 
uefir a uniform overcoat of dark blue cloth when 
required amt a fiat or cap and star, wreath, num¬ 
ber. bell nml batou a® above prescribed. 

The button on the coat and overcoat of the 
Lieutrtiuul* and policemen shall be the police 
button. 

The uniform hero prescribed shall be paid for 
and furnished, except the but finis, star, wreath, 
number, belts nml baton, by the officers and po¬ 
licemen themselves. The buttons, stars,wreaths, 
fit.-li and baton shall be furnished by tue city, 
and w hen any of said officers shall cease to oc un 
officer under the charter ami thi* ordinance, they 
►huh be returned to the Chief of Police. Loch 
officer shall procure and furnish himself with 
the prescribed uniform within twenty day® from 
the time of his election. 

8®*:. 4. The Chief of Police shad before enter¬ 
ing upon the discharge of his duties enter into 
bond with good sec unit*, lo be approved by tho 
General Council, conditioned for the faithful dis¬ 
charge of the duties Imposed upon him fiy Lw. 

Fee. 5. It shall be tire duty of tne Chief of 
Police to make a full aud complete report to 
tue tlrat regular meeting of the General Council 
iu eacn month of the persons on duty in tbe 
preceding month, tho number of days each 
performed duty, ami the amount duo to each, 
and such other expcn*e.i as have been incurred 
during the mould. Fufil report shall be made 
under osth. Upon approval by the General 
Council of such report. It shall be the duty of 
the Auditor to draw hi* warrant therefor, a* pro¬ 
vided in section six of an ordinance approveJ 
February 27, 1877, d« scribing tfiema .uer in 
which claims against the city of Louisville ®hadi 
be made. __ 

Sec. 0. In ca*e any patrolman of the ponce 
force shall ue duabkHl fiy either accideul or cas¬ 
ualty. while in the performance of his duty as 
policeman, hi-- salary *hail be continued for tho 
period of such disability: provided SUCH amount 
shall not exceed paymout for thirty days; and 
provided that the some shall be indorsed by the 
Chief of Police. „ . . 

bnc. 7. No policeman shall i e placed on duty 
until he sbft.i have entered into boud for the 
faithful performance of fits duty 

hoc 8. ordinance approved the 5th dAy of 
March, 1883. with the same title hereof, i® 
hereby repealed. . _ _

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


The situation yestorda t among the rail¬ 
road* was much better than could have been 
predicted tl e day beferj Short-lino trains 
were running to Cincinnati on “flood” time, 
which was somewhat slower than schedule.

Tho 
Air-lino sent out a cUy train from Now 
Albany for St. Louis. Tho track being un¬ 
der water between Ninth street and Hoff¬ 
man's switch, a transfer was made from the 
dinky” train by wagons to tho other side of 
the twitch, where tho train started. The J., 
M. and I. track was reported late last night 
as being under water between the bridgo and 
Prison Station, but the train which left 
hare at 7:15 was reported all right from tiio 
other side. The L.. N. A. and C. was ex¬ 
pecting a break in tbo fill at New Albany, 
in which event transfer will bo made in 
boats. Tho C. and O. was running all 
right, and the C., O. and 8. W. reported to 
leave at 7:50 this morning over their own 
track. No delay ho* ns yet been occasioned 
on the L. and N„ although it was reported 
that the bridge ovor Salt riTer was in dauger 
from a wooden structure above that was ex¬ 
pected to break loose and float, down to the 
railroad bridge, possibly loosening tho piers.

It was directed 
to request all roads represented ofi the Joint 
Executive Committee, and all roads workiug 
in connection with them, to strictly main¬ 
tain tariff*. The Presidents have pledged 
themselves to bo personally responsible for 
carrying out this agreement.”

A resolution was adopted embodying tho 
new agreement, which wa* signed by all the 
managers present.

Hie reueun was simply that 
at. the light frequently went out in the up- 
aml-dow'n movement, it was much safer to 
use it lor ‘go-ahead.’ because the engineer 
was certain to be there and nble to use hi# 
judgment as to speed, etc., while there 
mipht be no one at the rear end, and with 
light out tne etigiuevr could not be signaled 
when to stop. The reason seems so good a 
one that I deem it worth calling attention 
to.” 

TIIKY ARE STILL UNSETTLED.

The Missouri river roads find some diffi- < 
culty in enforcing the new agreements for 
the maintenance of passenger rates at Chi¬ 
cago and Knn*a* city, and, unless tho roads 
show a disposition* to carry out the new 
agreements, Missouri river passenger 
bii*me*s will become a* demoralized 
as of old. The Kansas City agree¬ 
ment was put m effect Tuesday 
moruing at Kaunas City. At 3 P. M. of tho 
same day evidence was obtained that the 
agent of the Wabash bad violated it by sell¬ 
ing two tickets to Ogdensburg, N. Y.. at a 
reduction of *2 each. At 4 P. M. of the 
same day a meeting of the Kansas City agents 
was bold to try the Waba&h for the offense. 
The charge# were proven, and the W&ba*h 
mbjected to a fine of $108. The agent of 
the Wabash refused to attend the meeting. 

It is quite evident that some of tho passen¬ 
ger and ticket men are trying to create dis¬ 
sension# and misunderstandings for tho pur¬ 
pose of breaking up the agreements. The 
Missouri river passenger business has been 
earned on at n dead loss, and the goneral 
managers of the various road# soem to have 
come to the conclusion that a change 
must be made. It is quite probable that, un¬ 
less the passenger aud ticket men soon show 
a disposition to maintain the agreements, the 
general managers will take the matter in 
their own hands and decapitate the belliger¬ 
ent parties. 

A GOOD SHOWING. 

The earnings of thirty-four railroads for 
the third week of January moke a very ta- 
vorable showing a* compared with the cor- 
rottpouding we«k last year, a galu being re¬ 
ported of $111,703. The aggregate earnings 
are $2. HO 1,500. against $2,683,887 in 1883. 
There has been n steady improvement #mco 
the first week of tho vt*ar, which is very en¬ 
couraging. The earrings of thirty railroadB 
for t.h*» first week in January showed a loss 
of $238,891. For the socona ^yeek thirty- 
oue roads reported a decrease of $3-1,344, 
am! the third we*k shows a gain, jus¬ 
tifying our prediction, made near¬ 
ly a month ago, that February 
would find the railroads in a better position 
than that occupied at the beginning of the 
year. Only twelve of the thirty-tour roads 
reporting show a loss for the third week 
compared with a vear ago. ihesoare the 
Manitoba, Louisville and Nashville, Lake 
Erie and Western, Illinois Outral, Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, Chicago and Grntui 
Trunk. Cincinnati, Washington and Balti¬ 
more*, Cleveland, Akron aud Columbus, De¬ 
troit, Lausing and Northern, Grand Trunk, 
Indiana, Bloomington and Western, and St. 
Louis, Alton an 1 Terre Haute. Must of 
these roads, however, are showing an in 
creti*.e m earnings os compared with previous 
weeks, and the louses from a year ago are 
likely soou to be made up.

Proceeding* of tho Meeting Held 
I.ait Evening Not of Thrilling 
lot porta nee. 


LIST OF CLAIMS ALLOTTED! 


At the meeting of tho General Connell last 
night little busines# of importance was 
transacted, the time being mostly taken up 
by the reports of the standing committee#. 
The Board of Aldermen convened, with all 
the members present. 

The claim of Mnj. J. M. Womae^of $250, 
for service# done the Police Copnnissioners, 
was presented. Messrs. Murrell and Flem¬ 
ing objected, and, Messrs. O’Connor and 
Griffiths sustaining, quite a lengthy aud 
spirited dlscussiou followed. The controversy 
war. closed by a motion from Mr. Murrell to 
refer the matter back to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, being seconded by Mr. Gilbert. 

President Griffiths introduced to tho board 
Dr. Ralph Pennington, Representative to 
the legislature from Breckinridge county, 
and invited him to a #eat by his side. 

THE LOWER BOARD. 

The lower board was called to order by 
President Joseph nt 8 o’clock, with Messrs. 
Biackburu, Bradas, Davis, Feely, Gardner, 
Heheman, Helmus, Hoertz, Kean, Mebler, 
Mellct, McGee, Speckert, Sullivan, Watt# 
and Wepler in attendance. 

Matters moved along very smoothly until 
Mr. Feely offered the following: 

Whereas. The State Legisiat ire ha# passed 
laws exempting lawyers, physicians and dentist# 
from paying licensefor carrying 0u their bud- 
ness, which they rlalm is legitiuint* and worthy 
of just consideration from tneir fellovr-mt n. and 
as they ask from the Fire Popartment and police 
Department the same protection accorded all 
other citizens, they also to bn jiermHted to 
bear their just proportion of taxe*; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That the L’lfy Attorney be requested 
to frame an act t<» that «-n»l and " send it to the 
Louisville delegation, witn a request for iu pass- 

a*f© 

At this Mr. Watts ma lo quite a humorous 
and effective little speech, defending “us 
lawyers, doctor* and dentist#.” Were not 
“we lawyers” the first to hurry to th© jail 
to offer our services iu the protaction of tho 
unfortunate criminal! And tho doctors— 
well, they protected the undertaker*. On 
the whole he thought it only just that thor 
L>e exempted, and be could not see why this 
attack had been made, unless it was to cast a 
slur upon the professions. 

Mr. Davis replied that he could not see 
why lawyers, doctor* and physicians should 
not pay license as well as other people. He 
thought tho slur was put upon them by pro 
sou:ins them as paupers who wwre not able 
to pay the license -lawyers, doctors, dentists 
and dogs. He pAid his taxes, and he liked to 
see others do the same. 

Mr. Watts took tho stand that the modical 
and law colleges of tho city brought much 
more money in than they cost, and for ibis 
reason alone their product should not be 
taxed. And, besides, it looked so little in 
the city to try to grind every possibio cent 
out of citizens. 

The resolution was lost. 

Mr. Feely promised to take further step#, 
as bo thought this a case of partiality that 
should be sot right. 

Mr. Bradas offered the following resolu¬ 
tion, whioh wa# adopted: 

Resolved, That his Honor, the Mayor, he. and 
hr is hereby, authorized to take such step* and 
<lo such act* nnd make such provisions a# in his 
judKmein may he necessary to provide fur thovo 
suffering from the flood, sod who are resident# 
of tho city of Louisville and in absolute need. 

The following resolution, received from 
the upper board, was road aud adopted: 

Resulted, That his Honor, the Mayor, be au¬ 
thorized to contract with Ahrens ft t’o. for a new 
steam tire engine to taWe the place of the old No. 
1.0engine, the old engine to be taken by the said 
Ahrens & Co. in part payment for the now en 
gine. 

In the early part of January the Council 
passed nn ordinance directing tho Mayor to 
advertise for bids for the removal of dead 
nuitnuU from the city. Hi# Honor has failed 
to comply with the ordiuatic© so for, nnd, as 
It i* nn important matter, Mr. Spuckert of 
fared the following, which wo# adopted: 

Rem ved, That his Honor the Merer be and is 
hereby requested to advertise for bid# for the re¬ 
moval of dead animals from the city. 

A resolution to moiuoraliz© the Legisla¬ 
ture, asking them not to repeal the dog law, 
was adopted. 

Mr. AicGeo, Chairman of the Revision 
Committee, to whom wn# referred the draft 
of an ordinance regulating and controlling the 
erection, construction, removal and altera¬ 
tion of building# in the city, reported favor¬ 
ably on the document, but thought it not in 
th© power of tho Council to take action upon 
the same, uud they therefore recommended 
that it be submitted* to the Legislature, with 
a request for it# passage as an amendment to 
tbo city churter. 

An amendment prohibiting the erection of 
a frame building more than twelvo feet in 
diameter within the territory bounded by 
Water, Kentucky, Shelby und Fifteenth 
street# wa# offered, but wm» lost on being put 
to I he Vote. 

The motion to refer tho document to tho 
Legislating as first offered was adopted. 

A resolution wa# adopted directing his 
Honor, the Mayor, to request the J., M. aud 
1. railroad to repair the street along tbeir 
lino of track on Fourteenth street according 
to contract.

Munulei'a Tlienfer. 

There wa* a good house at Macauley'sTheater 
last night to *ee Mr. W. J. Ferguson in “A 
Friendly Tip." Consider d merely as a literary 
production, the play will probably not distin¬ 
guish it# author. It is founded upon the hack- 
nsyed coincidence of a deserted wife in F.ngland 
and a husband in America, who is trying to se¬ 
cure a fortune by marrying a girl who know# 
nothing of him; the wife, of course, 
coming forward at the proper moment to spoil 
his plans. The connection of the principal char¬ 
acter, Sir Chauneoj Trip, with the plot is merely 
incidental. Nothing is claimed for the play, ex¬ 
cept that it is laughable, and that point will be 
conceded by those who witnessed its presenta¬ 
tion last night. Whether Mr. Ferguson was 
measured for the part, or vice versa, 
is immaterial. It is a remarkable caae of 
adaptation. In figure he is a fair illus¬ 
tration of a straight line, having length without 
breadth or thickne**: a marvel of attenuation. 
Iu make-up, gait and vernacular he i# perfect, 
but there hi# resemblance to the dude ends. 
Unlike the traditional type, he is alert, animat ed; 
briefly, a rattling, fortune-hunt lug. unscrupu¬ 
lous and thoroughly ludicrous vagabond. Tho 
scene in the first act, where he cornea 
out in a state of maudlin inebriety 

and makes love to a rich old 
maid; and that in the third act, where he rises 
mysteriously from a coal holo, into which he has 
fallen, and rescue# a maltreated female with ilhe 
aid of a cigarette case in the shape of a revolver, 
were very cleverly done, and were perhaps J.he 
best points in the play. The piece is full* of 
tricks. At the close of the first net 

the dude falls into a patent stump 
•xtracter that ha# been charged wrlth 
dynamite, and os the curtain goes do**n 
be is seen cleaving the upper distance like a 
rocket A very well trained and s vag*-looking 
bulldog contributes his talents to another crisTs. 
The dude song, **Ah! There,” though not a 
conspicuously hrilliant lyric, was loudly ap¬ 
plauded and continued indefinitely in response 
to recalls. Besides the dude thero aro other 
typos very cleverly sketched, which art- 
in good hands. Mr. J. H. Farrell, the author of 
the play, us Bertie McShirley , “light exponent-of 
the manly art.” was scarcely second to Fer>pi 
Boo in his part, and Miss Jennie FLber filled l he 
role of Lehtia Featherbrain, a girl “way oux” 
of her teens, admirably. In maite- 
up and costumes she embodies the idea of 
spin»tcrhood with remarkable completeness, a nd 
the whit© Mother Hubbard she anilines in t he 
last act is an entire comedy in itself. The other 
parts were well taken. 

Tho piece wilt bo continued the remainder 'bf 
the week.
